In last week’s Journal there was an explanation of 
the way the Filipinos wrap their cartridges to make 
them fit various rifle barrels. This crude adaptation of 
means to ends must amuse the old Indian fighters in 
Gen. Otis’s Army to whom the principle is by no means 
a new one. The same trick has long been used by our 
own Indians who wrap Winchester cartridges with 
rawhide and shoot them from their old .50 caliber Mar- 


tinis and Sharp’s carbines. 








It is said that at the opening of the Annapolis Naval 
Academy in October a Spaniard may be appointed to a 
professorship in the Department of Languages. It has 
been suggested that while the Spanish course is good so 
far as it goes, it does not go far enough to make cadets 
on graduating capable of speaking the Spanish language 
fluently. Since the death of Prof. Pedr» Montaldo, a Span- 
iard, some years ago, the cadets at the Naval Academy 
have been taught Spanish by Americana. 





The Assistant Comptroller of the Treasury rendered a 
decision this week on the question of extra pay allowed by 
Congress to Volunteer soldiers who enlisted for the Span- 
ish war only. He decides that the benefit does not extend 
to those who were discharged at their own request at th« 
close of the war unless their applications were based on 
sickness, disability or the like. Those who brought in- 
fluence to bear and were discharged by a favor and for 
their own convenience will get no extra money. 





Capt. W. B. Reynolds, U. 8. A., recorder of the Kan- 
sas Commandery of the Loyal Legion, in his recent 
annual report says: Since my last report, the country 
has brought to a successful conclusion a war with a 
foreign power. The Kansas Commandery received most 
distinguished honor through the brilliant services of 
companions, and contributed the lives of its companions, 
who shed their blood in defence of the flag. Of the dis- 
tinguished officers of the war, the Kansas Commandery 
furnished two Major Generals and six Brigadier Gener- 
als in the Army. We mourn the loss of three compan- 
ions who gave up their lives in the service of their 


country during the war. 


The Army list for May 15, 1899, shows 1,855 officers 
in the three arms of the line of the Army at that date. 
As the full complement authorized by law is 2,002, there 
were then 147 vacancies, One of the most remarkable 
showings is that of the 1,855 officers no less than 1,177, 
that is -about 60 per cent., have been appointed or 
promoted since April 26, 1898—within a little more than 
a year. The 16th Infantry shows the most changes 
of this kind as only five of its forty-five officers hold the 
sume commission they did at the outbreak of the war. 
The changes among the personnel of the officers of the 
line no doubt exceed those among the enlisted men, 
great as these are. 








The predictions of peace at Samoa were fulfilled upon 
the arrival of the Joint Commission at Apia. On May 31, 
after learning of the intentions of the Commission which 
promised fair play all around Mataafa, the rebel chief- 
tain, surrendered 1,800 men and guns and the adher- 
ents of the actual ruler, Malietoa, also began disarming. 
The guns were delivered on board the American transport 
Badger. The U. S. S. Philadelphia, flying the flag of 
Rear Adml. Kautz, sailed May 21 from Apia, and the 
British and German consuls announced their intention 
of starting for Europe June 17. The American engineer- 
ing staff has arrived at Apia to erect a naval jetty and 
coal stores at Pango-Pango: The Germans are acting 
with the other authorities and the establishment of per- 
manent peace seems certain. 





A question of some perplexity to the War Departmen‘ 
has been solved this week and there is no longer a contro- 
versy as to the disposition of the aritllery captured in 
Cuba and Porto Rico during the last war. It has been 
decided to turn the whole matter over to the Governors 
of the States for action. Many applications have been 
received at the Department for the gift or loan of these 
guns and pressure has been renewed since the Navy De 
partment made known the fact that it had disposed of al’ 
its guns. The law under which these guns can be dis 
tributed provides that they can only go to the Soldiers’ 
Monument Association, Grand Army posts, and municipal 
corporations. One gun will be allotted to each State and 
the Governors are asked to decide what disposition shall 
be made of each gun as assigned to their States. 





The second of Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles’s articles on 
“The War With Spain” appears in the North American 
“Review” for June. In it we are told that at El 
Caney and San Juan, “Lawton exhibited most excellent 

and the same tenacity and activity which 
had displayed in other fields, Chaffee was conspicu- 
for his courage, for which he was already noted. 
Gen. Sam Sumner’s commands were given in the most 
cool and deliberate way, under the most trying circum- 
stances, The bravery of Roosevelt was conspicuous.” 
The Cubans are given a good share of credit for the re- 
sults obtained in Cuba. Gen. Miles thinks that the 
fact that these insurgents had for three years been 
steadily gaining ground against troops who had met ours 
at El Caney with such heroism, is sufficient vindication 
of their courage and fighting capacity. 

An officer of the 3d Infantry in a letter to the editor, 
says: When the Sherman, with the 3d Infantry and one 
battalion of the 17th aboard was lying at Singapore tak- 
ing in supplies, Lieut. Frazell, while ashore one day ob- 
served two sailors in white duck uniform, like that worn 
by the crew of the Sherman. Knowing that shore leave 
had been refused the men of the ship he called the sailors 
to him and inquired why they were absent from the ves- 
sel. “We have permission, sir,” answered one of the 
men; “we belong to Her Majesty’s ship Hazard.” “I 
beg pardon,” said the Lieutenant. “I thought you were 
American sailors from the Sherman.” “No,” returned th’ 
man, “no, sir; we belong to the English service. But you 
know,” he continued, “it’s all the same now.” As we 
steamed out of the port next day the Hazard manned her 
yards in our honor and heartily cheered us on our way.

The New York “Times” makes this sensible observa- 
tion: “If Gen. Otis continues the present campaign 
against the Filipinos without making the rainy season 
an excuse for suspending operations, he is likely to re- 
veal to the astonished world the fact that the Spanish 
ideas about this part of the tropic year were as ill- 
founded as most other Spanish rules of action. Until 
Napoleon’s day Europe considered it impossible to wage 
war in the winter, but he tried the experiment, and after 
that there was no close season for men. It will be the 
same in the Philippines. The soldiers will find the rains 
a nuisance, no doubt, but energy makes courage water- 
proof, and there is no reason to fear ill-health more in 
the field than in the towns. If the Tagalogs find them- 
selves hard pressed just when they are expecting a long 
rest and a chance to reorganize their shattered forces, 
the effect on them will be excellent—at least from the 
American point of view.” It was the vigorous pursuit 
of our Indians during the closed season of winter that 
finally demoralized and discouraged them, and led to 
their surrender. 





In a report to the late Col. Stotsenburg, Capt. and 
Asst. Surg. Nelson M. Black, 1st North Dakota, told 
how the Filipinos treat the litter bearers. The report 
said: “Retiring during yesterday's fight, from a thick 
growth of bamboo with two wounded men, we were 
fired upon, on coming into the open, by a party of natives 
dressed in white like ‘Amigos’ on friends. They were 
not more than 150 yards from us and advancing, and 
we were the only Americans in that immediate vicin- 
ity. I had two Hospital Corps privates and my orderly 
and they were assisted by enlisted men. There was no 
way to get out except in the direct line of fire and over 
an open rice field for about 250 yards before cover could 
be found. Eight men not carrying litters were ordered 
to lie down and hold the advancing natives until the lit- 
ters were in safety and ordered the litters across the 
field at double time. These eight held the position and 
kept the natives until the litters were under cover and 
then came across the fields themselves under a terrific 
fire. The natives were then within 75 yards of them 
and I counted 15 of them.”

At the recent horse show in Philadelphia the U. &. 
eavalry and artillery excited great admiration. One of 
the features was a musical hurdle drill by Troop ©, 3d 
U. S.. under Lieut. Frank A. Barton. A long hurdle, 
more than equal to the front of a platoon, had been 
erected. and to the music of the band the horses gal/ 
loped over it, first in column of files, then in twos, fours 
and platoons. Three men from each set of fours were 
then dismounted to fight on foot, and the horses were 
promptly taken out of danger by the number four man. 
The dismounted troopers made a-very pretty deployment 
to the front, and, dropping to the tan bark, opened fire 
by platoons, shooting and rushing alternately, and then 
firing most excellent volleys. The sounding of the as- 


sembly brought them to their feet and the horses up 
from the flank. Carbinee were thrust into the boots 








and the men swung themselves into the saddles. Sabres 
were then drawn and a wild charge, in column of pla. 
toons, was made over the hurdles. The Rough Riders 


' next came om under the command of Lieut. W. p. 


Chitty, and the 3d Cavalry demonstrated how men could 
dismount over the crupper and remount from the rear. 


There is considerable comment in Washington over the 
apparent lack of interest displayed in the Dewey fund, 
and there seems to be already some apprehension that the 
desired sum may not be raised without some perplexit, 
and perhaps great difficulty. Although a committee has 
been appointed comprising prominent representatives of 
the several Government departments and a great part of 
their machinery brought in to play to encourage contri- 
butions the sum so far raised is insignificant compared 
with the readiness with which the attempts were carried 
out in securing subscriptions years ago for a residence 
in Washington for Gen. Sheridan and in New York for 
Gen. Grant. Hundreds of wealthy men and corporations 
and moneyed centers generally have been appealed to, 
but responses received are surprising not only in the light 
amounts presented, but in the indisposition apparently of 
such classes to approve the general scheme. Men who it 
had been supposed would gladly contribute not only re- 
fused, but sent their reasons in communications, many of 
which state that in the opinion of the writers, Adml. 
Dewey does not require the presentation of a residence by 
popular subscription and that his salary as the ranking 
naval officer of the Government is amply suflicient to pro- 
vide all his needs in this direction. This week twenty 
thousand circulars were printed for distribution in which 
an appeal is made to certain localities for aid. Should 
the subscriptions, however, not materially increase in the 
next week or two it is believed that some other means 
may be necessary to prevent both the committee and 
Adml. Dewey being humiliated by the failure to promptly 
secure the sum deemed requisite. 








A survey of the captured Spanish cruiser Reina Mer- 
cedes, now at the Norfolk Navy Yard, was ordered this 
week by the Navy Department to determine what repairs 
are necessary to make the ship seaworthy in the event 
the authorities decide to send the cruiser along the Atlan- 
tic coast this summer for purposes of exhibition as a 
trophy of the war with Spain. It is not proposed under 
any circumstances to begin extensive overhauling of the 
vessel until Congress provides the necessary sum, but if 
the survey indicates that the ship may be temporarily re- 
paired and put in condition within a few weeks, it is 
possible that the Navy Department may prepare it for 
show at the leading cities on this coast. Adml. Hich 
born estimates that over $500.000 will be required to 
place the prize in such condition as to be useful to the 
Navy as a cruising vessel, and states that it is not prac 
ticable to devote’any part of the fund available for main 
taining ships in repair to this purpose. There is no law. 
he says, which will prevent the vessel being overhauled, 
no matter if it should be necessary to practically rebuild 
it, inasmuch as the statute providing that no vessel could 
have more than 20 per cent. of its original cost expended 
applies only to wooden vessels and the Mercedes is a steel 
ship.. The Navy Department has received a suggestion 
from the Portsmouth (Va.) Board of Trade that the 
Reina Mercedes be rebuilt at the Norfolk Navy Yard, sup- 
plied with the very best guns and armor and then pre- 
sented to the Queen Regent of Spain, as an evidence of 
the good will cherished by the United States for her 
country. 


Attention has been directed this week as to the advisa 
bility of considering a proposition advanced to displace 
the double deck turrets on the battleships Kearsarge and 
Kentucky, now approaching completion at Newport News, 
before the vessels have so far been made ready for com 
mission as to render any proposed change in battery ar 
rangement impracticable. It is not probable that tlh. 
suggestion, which has not yet been given official considera 
tion, will be seriously discussed, although there is un- 
doubtedly a large element of expert opinion which op 
peses any such striking departure in battleship construc 
tion as is presented in the turrets of these two ships. 
While Capt. Folger, who is to command the Kearsargze, 
has not officially put himself on record respecting his 
opinion on the turret question, it is said in Washington 
this week that he does not regard the system with special 
favor and prefers to more widely distribute the main bat 
tery guns rather than concentrate them in the four tur- 
rets fore and aft. When this question of turrets was 
under advisement a bitter controversy waged for months 
before the bureau chiefs and it was not until after the 
whole question had been thoroughly investigated and 
considered that it was decided to have the batteries of 
these ships differ materially from those of all others pre 
viously built abroad or at home. Adml. Sampson was the 
strong friend and supporter of the superposed system, al- 
though the design was the invention of Lieut. Strauss, 
of the Navy. Adml. Hichborn was the principal oppon- 
ent and contended likewise for twelve-inch guns on the 
ships, a caliber which has since been lately adopted for 
all of the new battleships authorized recently. The chief 
objection to the turrets is the fear that they may have @ 
topheavy tendency and render the ships unstable and un 
steady as gun platforms. There is further serious doubt 
as to the advisability of rendering half the ship’s mair 
battery susceptible to disaster by a single well placed shot 
such as is said to be possible if the superposed turrets 
were hit squarely.

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THE FUTURE OF NAVAL WARFARE. | 


Hudson Maxim is publishing a series of articles on 
“High Explosive Warfare”. in the new “Anglo-American 
Magazine,” and in these he records some very hopeful 
prophecies of the changes in warfare to result from the 
use of high explosives. Their introduction is being op- 
posed, according to Mr. Maxim, by the same conservative 
stupidity that so long delayed the use of gunpowder. “A 
few years hence those among us who are now much 
amused at Chinese conservatism and stupidity, will look 
back and recognize our modern warfare, as compared 
with the high explosive weapon which will then obtain, 
to be as stupid as the present Chinese methods. * * * 
A complete revolution will be wrought in the construc- 
tion of ordnance and ships of war. ore ordnance, in- 
stead of being made, as at present, of caliber, with 
thick. and heavy walls, will be made of much greater 
caliber, with comparatively thin walls. T Pony 
jectile which will then be employed will be a thin shell 
simply thick enough to support the mass of contained 
explosive in its flight from the gun, and the explosive 
will be sufficient in quantity to work infinitely more de- 
struction upon any target than such projectiles as are 
ut the present day thrown from heavy guns.” 

Without any sacrifice of velocity we shall have half 
a ton of steel and half a ton of explosive, in the place 
of 963 pounds of steel and 37 pounds of black rifle pow- 
der. From a gun weighing 52 tons, which is the weight 
of our 12-inch seacoast rifle, we shall be able to throw 
a projectile weighing 1,200 pounds, having a bursting 
charge of 800 pounds, instead of a projectile of 1, 
pounds, as now, with a bursting charge of only 37 
pounds of black powder. The gun will have an average 
pressure throughout of bare 10,000 pounds in place of 
»).000 pounds; its muzzle velocity will be 2,500 feet, in- 
stead of 1,975 feet, and its muzzle energy more than 
twiee as great. Light torpedo cruisers will take the 
place of battleships; armored protection will be aban- 
doned, and navies will eet in skirmish order, precisely 
vs armies on land now do. 

Mr. Maxim’s ideas may seem extravagant, but there 
are many who believe that naval warfare is tending in 
the direetion he indicates. Ericsson, for example, re- 
corded a prophecy to this effect many years ago. Mr. 
\laxim further says: “Aerial torpedo guns, when once 
successfully tried, either on land or sea, will cause @ 
revolution in coast fortifications as well as in war ves- 
sels. Aerial torpedoes penetrating deep into earth- 
works before exploding will be disastrous. It will then 
be the weapon, rather than the means of protection, 
that will be the dominating factor in both attack and 
defence. The cost by present methods in ammunition 
iud wear and tear of guns in bombarding coast fortifi- 
cations or towns is quite equal to the amount of dam- 
ze done. This will all be changed by the introduction 
of aerial torpedoes.” Oe : 

The soul of this writer is filled with indignation be- 
cause proud and patriotic Americans, who lead the 
world in mechanical inventions, are to be forced to serve 
is soldiers in the field with obsolete arms. To face Span- 
irds using Mauser guns and smokeless powder is, he 
thinks, simply outrageous. He says: “Those who have 
been in setheetty in this country, and whose business it 
as been to attend to these matters, are more responsible 
or the loss of life at Santiago than the Spaniards.

They 
stood the fatigue of field service in a tropical climate 
with the thermometer at from 110° to 119° in the shade, 
us well as younger men. Sir Hugh Rose had five sun- 
strokes. 

During the operations before Kunck, in May, 1858, he 
fell three times from sunstroke, but each time forced 
himself to rally until victory was won. The doctor 
wured cold water over him and gave him restoratives 
which enabled him to go on. The action lasted from 
daybreak until 9 o’clock at night, with the thermometer 
showing 110° in the shade. 

Gen. Rose’s way in warfare was: “When your enemy 
s in the open, go straight at him and keep him moving: 
ind when behind ramparts still go at him and cut off 
iis chances of retreat, when possible; pursue him if es- 
aping or escaped. The great thing with these Indians 
s not to stay at long-distance firing, but after they 
iave been cannonaded to close with them. They can 
ot stand.”” This has been the policy of our soldiers op- 
rating in the Philippines. “All in our rear,” wrote 
Sir Hugh, “is really police work; and all I want is a re- 
serve to occupy the country I take, and prevent my 
lanks and rear being turned as I advance. A military 
iolice, organized on the Irish constabulary system, is 
vhat is needed here, and in Indian generally.”

A reporter of the Havana “Herald,” who has inter- 
viewed a number of officers of our Army in his vicinity 
on the question of the canteen, finds that most of them fa- 
or it. In their opinion it lessens drunkenness and crime 
n the Army and promotes discipline. It is the soldier’s 
o-operative store and club and protects him from sharks 
y placing the sale of beer under absolute military con- 
trol. The profits go to the benefit of the soldiers’ mess, 
ind also creates a fund, out of which means for engaging 
n athletic sports by the soldiers are provided, which have 
1 very salutary effect upon their discipline.

Its serv- 
ice in onggreomns this epidemic wae of the highest char- 
acter, and has resulted in great saving of life, and in 
restoring to a comparatively normal and healthy con- 
dition probably the most pest-ridden section of Cuba. 
The regiment is at present thoroughly efficient and well 
disciplined. 

In conclusion I desire fo say that in leaving Cuba 
your regiment carries with it the respect and good will 
of the people of the district in which it has been serv- 
ing.

SERVICE MARKSMANSHIP. 


American naval! officers have been gathering informa- 
tion for several months on the target practice of the 
European navies, and while the reports all show that 
the American Navy is the equal of any other service in 
marksmanship it is not proposed by the Navy Depart- 
ment to relax its efforts to advance target practice. 
To this end all the information of value to command- 
ers of vessels will be transmitted to them for their as- 
sistance. It is not unlikely that Congress will be called 
upon for a considerable increase in the appropriation 
for target practice. Naval officials point out that there 
is the greatest difference between the gunnery of a ves- 
sel in target practice in times of peace and in gunnery 
in a regular naval action. One prominent British ser- 
vice paper remarks in an article on American scenery 
that e com tive number of hits made  & 
in annual practice is very deceptive.” This is wn by 
a com m of the results in the naval e ts 
with Cervera’s fleet and with the Spanish ships at Ma- 
nila. In the fight at Santiago the American Navy 
scored something like 3 per cent. of hits out of a totdl 
number of rounds fired. In target practice the record 
shows about 25 to 30 per cent. of the number of shots 
fired, while at times it has reached 35 to per cent.

As she passed out, seven guns 
again honored the Admiral’s flag, and the shore battery 
acknowled the salute. The band gave “Navy Girl 
March.” e cadets mounted the rigging and cheered 
“The Admiral,” as well they might, for he has done all 
that he could for their aid and comfort. The company, 
on the wharf, near five hundred strong, cheered and 
cheered, as the ships sailed by, while the band continued 
with “A Life on the Ocean Wave” and “Auld Lang Syne.” 
Under the imvelling force of her own steam, the An- 
napolis and the Monongahela, in tow of the Standish, 
were soon out of the harbor, and the tear-stained eyes 
had to turn away. The Monongahela, Comdr. C. T. Hutch- 
ins, commanding, has the 2d, 3d and 4th classes of cadets 
aboard, bound for Plymouth, England, and the Annapolis, 
Comdr.

Gillmore, of the U. S. S. York- 
town in Philippine waters recently has been attended 
with such conflicting stories that a certain air of mystery 
has come to surround it. A letter received in Washing- 
ton from a high naval officer in Manila, dated May 1; as 
published in the New -York “Tribune,” makes clear many 
misunderstood points. The letter says: 

Adml. Dewey sent Sperry in command of the Yorktown 
up on the northeast coast of Luzon to a place named 
Baler. It was supposed that there was a small garrison 
of Spaniards holding out there besieged. Sperry was to 
get them if he could. Sperry is energetic and had been 
up on the west side of Luzon, at Lingayan Gulf, where 
he had been successful, hosing no one, and Dewey was 
pleased with his management. When Sperry reached 
Baler he tried to communicate with the insurgents under 
a flag of truce, and succeeded on the open beach, but he 
got no information regarding the Spaniards. ‘The insur- 
gents wanted the boat to come into the creek, but it was 
low water and she did not go.: Sperry was anxious to 
find out something of what he was sent for, so, after 
talking it over thoroughly with the executive officer 
(Thomas), Gillmore (navigator) and Standley (Ensign), 
it was agreed that Standley should be landed to the left 
before day by Gillmore, and that then Gillmore should loaf 
along off the mouth of the creek, taking soundings the 
same as he had been doing the day before without inter- 
ruptions. It_was Standley who went in under the flag 
of truce the first day. 

In discussing the affair Standley said he would go up 
the creek if ordered, but that he regarded such a trip as 
an invitation to the insurgents to pot the whole lot. The 
sides of the creek were a thick bush, and around the in- 
surgent camp was a bog. Gillmore agreed that to enter 
the creek would be bad judgment, and it was decided that 
Gillmore should simply land Standley to the left before 
dawn, and that then Gillmore was to sound along, but keep 
an eye out for Standley and take him off when he came 
down to the beach; that in case Gillmore saw natives 
crossing the creek he should open on them, so as to keep 
Standley safe. But he (Gillmore) was not to enter the 
creek ; all agreed to that, including Gillmore. 

Standley was a landed with one man, and 
made his way up through the forest and brush to a high 
place, where he climbed a tree and sketched in the lay of 
the land. While up the tree he and his man heard firing 
for about three-quarters of an hour, and looking up the 
river, he saw men splashing in the water and snpeventiy 
a boat there, and he could even hear them say in Spanish, 
“See that man!” Singularly enough, Standley thought 
the natives were in bathing and conducting themselves in 
a savage fashion, so he took little account of it and 








¥ it he have 
known that the natives were having a brush with Gill- 
more. He now supposes that the men in the water with 
the boat were Gillmore and his men. But how did Gillmore 
happen to enter the river when it was so distinctly under- 
stood that to do that would be fatal? No one knows this 
yet, and here is where all hands are guessing. Why did 
S~erry let the boat enter the river, the whole layout being 
in sight from the ship? This is still foggy. I do not 
know, but I think Sperrv intrusted the job to Thomas, the 
1st Lieutenant, who had the deck. I am of the opinion 
that it was not done under Sperry’s eye, for, the boat 
leaving at 4:30 a. m., Sperry would have known nothin« 
of what was going on until avout 7 o’clock, when Stand- 
ley returned and Gillmore did not. It seems that in the 
early dawn Gillmore got in around the rocks and they 
never saw him again. Perhaps he tried a sneak abong 
shore and they spotted him when he got well up the creek 
and cut loose on him. Once fire was opened, nothing 
could stop the natives. The water in the creek being 
shoal, I have 72 that some escaped, and some day we 
may see some of them. 
perry, fearful of killing his own people. refrained 
from opening on the camp. He did, however, drop a half 
dozen 6-inch shrapnel into the camp at another time. At 
dark that night he had three boats patrol the beach ali 
night, and signalled with a searchlight every half hour, 
“Boats patrol off beach and bar.” He lay there three 
days, and tried to communicate by flag of truce, but cou) 
not, so he came back. Sperry is very unhappy. and his 
ship is much depressed. All wanted to land in the jungle 
and clean out the camp. but they would have been cut to 
pieces and could not have secured their men, for if any 
were made prisoners they were well into the bush long 
ago. It is certain we shall have a court of inquiry, not for 
the purpose of condemning any one. but to clear up the 
mystery of the boat’s entrance to the creek. 








THE LIARS ANSWERED. 

In a special cable message to the Chicago “Times- 
Herald,” Prof. Dean C. Worcester, one of the American 
peace commissioners at Manila, answered the lying state- 
ments industriously circulated by the New York “Evening 
Post” and the Springfield (Mass.) “Republican” about 
alleged cruelties to Filipino prisoners by their American 
captors. A growing sense of its own shameful position in 
thus vilifying our brave soldiers, no doubt, prompted the 
“Post” to reprint part of Prof. Worcester’s statement, 
though it studiously avoided any mention of its own men- 
dacious part in making such a defence necessary. Prof 
Worcester said: 

“An instance is the story of Anthony Michaea, who is 
reported as saying that we bombarded a place called Ma- 
labon, and then went in end killed every native we met— 
men, women and children. 

“I was personally present on the occasion in question. 
The truth of the matter is that Malabon was never bom- 
barded, despite the fact that it was within easy reach of 
the fleet and the field guns. The town had been aban- 
doned by the natives before our approach except for a lot 
of sharpshooters, who had positions in the swamp on the 
outskirts. 

“One Hotchkiss and one 3.2-inch gun were fired on 
them. Our troops first moved to the north, without enter- 
ing the town. ‘he insurgents were driven out the follow- 
ing day while trying to burn the place. No women or chil- 
dren were killed : there were none there to be killed. 

“I have personally inspected all battlefields from Ca 
loocan to Malolos. Once I was on the field before the 
wounded were removed, and repeatedly I was there before 
the dead were buried. I never saw a single woman or child 
wounded or dead. I have found, on the contrary, wound- 
ed rebels whose injuries had been dressed by American 
surgeons before the firing had ceased, and who had also 
been provided with food and water. 

“The insurgent wounded were brought to Manila and 
tended in our hospitals, or even taken care of in private 
bogetale, the Government paying all the expenses. 

“When cured the wounded can hardly be driven away. 
All the prisoners are well fed and well treated, and man) 
say they are glad they have had the experience learned to 
know the Americans. The released prisoners and the re- 
covered wounded are our best missionaries, but many of 
them are unwilling to return to their own people. 

“It is absolutely false that any order was ever issued 
looking towards the killing of men who might be cap- 
tured. The American soldiers have repeatedly taken pris- 
oners under circumstances affording abundant excuse for 
killing, with the provocation very strong. I know posi- 
tively that the city gr=rds have been ordered to fire on sol- 
diers caught looting it. It was not practicable to make 
arrests. The natives themselves report that the troop: 
have saved property and protected life during the recent 
operations, and the effect of their conduct has been ex- 
cellent. 

*,.c is a great mistake to su se we are fighting the 
Filipinos as a whole. At least per cent. of the popula- 
tion detest this war, and the only serious trouble is in a 
few Tagalog provinces in Luzon. Other provinces in 
this island are now compelled by the armed force of 
the insurgents to submit to Tagalog rules. The people 
in them are praying for the coming of the Americans, The 
present rulers are hated on account of their jobbery and 
oppression, and even among the Tagalogs the common 
people want peace. 

“Aguinaldo and his Congress recently , a a com 
mission empowered to negotiate peace on the terms offered 
in our proclamation. ‘he military leaders interfered, 
however, and dissolved the commission. 

“The war is kept up by a few leaders, and only with 
the greatest difficulty. The heads of the natives are con- 
“ary filled with lies, and the wildest tales are circu 
lated by the insurgent leaders. False and slanderous re- 
ports are manufactured in Hong Kong and Singapore. 
and scattered broadcast. The accounts of alleged atroci- 
ties printed in American pers are copied by the insur- 
gent press and cause incalculable harm. They cost good 
American lives. 

“Nevertheless, the situation is steadily improving. The 
war is being most humanely conducted; the hungry are 
fed ; the families of the insurgent leaders are granted pro- 
tection in Manila, and even allowed to enter through the 
lines. About two hundred persons are coming daily into 
the city from the insurgent territory, and thousands are 
eager to come. Every one here is working in the interest 
of justice, order. and lasting peace, and all are anxious 
for the best good of the country and the people. To thir 
end lawlessness must be put down with e firm hand, and 
armed oppression must be made to cease.”

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THE COLT GUN IN MANILA. 

The Navy Department this week made vublic the let- 
ier of Adml. Dewey recommending that Ensign Cleland 
Davis of the gunboat Helena be advanced ten numbers for 
meritorious conduct with the land forces in the Luzon 
campaign. The reports on which the recommendation was 
ased were made public also. Ensign Davis participated 
in the operations of MacArthur's division in command of 
a Colt automatic gun. He was accompanied by the regu- 
ar crew of the gun. Ensign Davis’s report contains fa 
vorable comments on the working of the automatic gun, 
which are of particular interest on acoount of the failure 
vf a similar piece of ordnance to work in Samoa during 
the engagement in which Lieut. Lansdale and Ensign 
Monahan were killed. In his report Adml. Dewey says: 

“Ensign Davis was a Volunteer for this duty ashore 
with the Army. He was engagea in all actions against 
the insurgents that took place on the north front of the 
Army between Feb. 27 and April 18, 1899, performed 
valiant service and rendered valuable aid to our troops. 
| therefore commend him to the Department and recom- 
mend that he be advanced ten numbers in his grade. The 
crew for the Colt’s gun consisted of Corp. Thomas Fran 
cis Prendergast and Pyts. Howard Major Buckley and 
Joseph Melvin, U. S. M. C. While this crew was not 
composed of Volunteers, none being asked for, the men 
performed their duty under most trying conditions of war 
in the most exemplary manner and deserve high praise. I 
hope the Department will reward in a suitable manner 
their services.” a ; 

The report of Maj. Richard W. Young, Utah Battery, 

Chief of Artillery of MacArthur’s 2d Division, was sub- 
mitted also. It is indorsed by Gen. MacArthur as fol- 
ows: 
“E have a personal knowledge of the matters referred to 
within by Maj. Young and take great pleasure in expressing 
strong concurrence in all he says of the professional skill and 
personal gallantry of Ensign Davis, which came repeatedly 
under my personal observation.” — ; : 

Maj. Young describes Ensign Davis's services with the 
Colt gun and says: ; 

“Ensign Davis usually fired the gun himself, and al- 
ways with accurate aim and unflinching courage. Were 
he an Army officer I should unhesitatingly recommend him 
for a brevet for gallant and meritorious services. As it is, 
I can only make the recommendation and express the 
earnest hope that he may receive advancement a proper 
number of files, or such other recognition as his services 
might appropriately receive at the hands of the naval au- 
thorities. His detachment served faithfully and bravely.’ 

The report of Ensign Davis is addressed to Comdr. W. 
T. Swinburne of the Helena. He reported to Gen. Mac- 
Arthur under orders received Feb. 27 and remained in 
the firing line at Caloocan until March 23, when, with 
the Army’s artillery he went to La Loma Church. He 
comments on the Colt gun as follows: . 

“The Colt gun, with one piece of artillery, went into 
action under heavy fire on the left of the road and the 
enemy strongly fortified on the opposite side of the road, 
and the enemy shortly fled from their intrenchments. At 
the Marilao River, March 28, the detachment advanced 
under cover to within seventy-five yards of the enemy’s 
trenches, strongly thrown up on the bank across the 
river, and by a sweeping fire covering the trench, which 
was about 150 feet long, silenced the enem~’s fire and en- 
abled the artillery to come up on the open road to within 
seventy yards of them. Twenty-three of them surrendered 
in this trench, though a deep river was between. Of some 
twenty odd who attempted to esccpe nearly all were shot 
down. 

“As an instance of the accuracy of the Colt gun, Col. 
Funston, of the 20th Kansas, and Asst. Surg. Smith, at 
tached to the artillery, reported that one man was found 
dead with five holes in his body in a space that could be 
covered by a hand, all made by six-millimetre bullets from 
the Colt gun as he attempted to escape. 

“At Guiginto, on March 29, the enemy were encoun 
tered in force on the opposite bank of the river, retreat- 
ing before the advance of our troops to a fringe of woods 
about 1.500 vards distant, from which they poured in » 
heavy and destructive fire as we cv™ossed the river on the 
railroad bridge. Our troops were here under a great dis- 
advantage, their Springfield rifles not being effective at this 
range. My detachment crossed the bridge under this fire 
and opened up at a range of from 1,600 to 1,900 yards 
with, it is believed, good effect. 

“Near Malolos, on March 31, the artillery and the Colt 
gun commenced the action and in a few minutes the 
enemy retreated from behind strong intrenchments. Af- 
ter the artillery had driven them from their works the 
Colt gun kept up a fire unvon the retreating enemy up to 
a range of 2,000 yards. Malolos was then occupied with 
little resistance. 

“On April 4 I took part with my detachment in a re- 
connoissance northward as far as the Quingua River, 
where the enemy were encountered in some force. fortified 
on the onposite bank. T returned to the ship on April 5 in 
obedience to your orders of the 3d inst. 

“In my opinion the efficiency of the automatic gun i; 
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be invaluable. A gun, tripod 
munition, the whole weighing less than 
readily be carried on the limber of each piece. 
men would be uired to set it up and 
and it would be equivalent to the support of a company of 
infantry, with the additional advantage of able to 
fire over the heads of givaading troops with safe- 
ty, as was done at Guiginto. Its portabili such that 
it could form part of the equipment of each infantry com- 
pany or cavalry troov. and it is so small and compact 
that it can be taken with its tripod almost here a 
man can go. Another point is its value for high angle 
ere. The value of a battery of such guns to a regiment is 
obpvious. 

“During the campaign about 4,500 rounds were fired 
from the gun. An examination of the barrel and mech- 
anism shows the whole to be in excellent condition after 
a total of over 7,000 rounds had been fired from it. The 


- Winchester ammunition furnished proved to be defective 


and not fit to be used in the gun. The U. S. M. C. am- 
munition was satisfactory in every respect. The last 
2,500 rounds were fired without a single jam. 

“The conduct of the detachment is deserving of com- 
mendation. I cannot refrain from exnressing my admira- 
tion at the skill with which the campaign was conducted 
and of the valor, endurance and cheerfulness of the Amer- 
ican troops.” 
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BRASSEY’S NAVAL ANNUAL. 

The United States has the chief part in the edition! 
for 1899 of Brassey’s Naval Annual (Charles Scribner's 
Sons and D. Van Nostrand Company). The war with 
Spain, the chief maritime event of the year, figures in/ 
all the articles in one form or another. For example, 
it is to be noted that the United States and Japan appear 
in the “comparative tables” of the warships of the great 
powers, which before 1898 had comprised only Great 
Britain, France, Russia, Italy and Germany, and in the 
table where the “fire energy per minute” of typical battle- 
ships in each Navy is compared. An excellent account of 
the United States Navy is given by Lieut. Comdr. W. H. 
Beehler, of the Intelligence Office. Col. Sir George Sy- 
denham Clarke discusses the “Naval Aspects of the 
Spanish-American War” in a way that makes it a 
careful and at the same time not unfriendly criticism 
by a thoroughly competent authority. 

e acceptance of Capt. Mahan’s theories on sea 
power and the respect with which he treate the Captain’s 
views on the war when he differs with him in opinion 
are observable through the entire article by Sir rge, 
and encourage the belief that the American Captain 
is rapidly assuming the proportions and quality of an 
oracle to seamen of all ranks and stations. 

_Of Adml. Dewey at the battle of Manila Bay Sir: 
George says: 

“While the action in Manila Bay was a foregone con- 
clusion, conveying only lessons of an obvious character. 
Commo. Dewey’s proceedings on May 1 merit the high- 
est commendation. In ignoring all risks, and, like Far- 
ragut at Mobile, making straight for his objective—the 
enemy’s squadron—-Commo, Dewey followed the hest 
naval tradition, and fully deserved his success. The 
futility of maintaining on a far distant station a naval 
force absolutely unfit to meet that of a possible enemy 
was at the same time strikingly demonstrated. The 
naval weapon of the United States in the Far Bast, 
ready for war as that weapon can and should always be. 
was able to strike hard within a week of the receipt of 
orders, although the nearest national port lay 7,000 miles 
across the Pacific. By the action of May 1 Commo, 
Dewey obtained absolute command of the sea. full con- 
trol over the large inland waters of Manila Bay and a 
firm footing on shore at Cavite. The naval war in the 
East practically ended with the destruction of the Span- 
ish squadron but in the difficult situation which pre- 
ceded the surrender of Manila on Aug. 13, and subse- 
quently Rear Adml. Dewey showed the greatest tact 
and discretion.” 

Using the historian’s privilege of judging after the 
event, and therefore not taking into consideration the 
ignorance as to facts later proved to have been wrong. 
Sir George finds much to criticise in the operations on 
the Atlantic:and in the plans of the Naval Stratecy 
Board. He shows from Adml. Cervera’s reports the de- 
nlorable .condition of the Spanish vessels which the 
United States learned only later. Then he says: 

“While the more instructed Spanish naval officer ex- 
pected the appearance of American shins in Buropean 
waters. widespread fears of a formidable descent upon 
the Atlantic seaboard appear to have taken hold of the 
United States. and a popular outery arose, which Capt. 
Mahan has stigmatized as unworthy of men, unmeas- 
ured, irreflective and therefore irrational. His defence 
of the preliminary naval measures goes far to justify, 
the outery which he so unsparingly condemns, and shows 
that the proceedings taken were strongly influenced by 
the theory that the Atlantic was in imminent danger. 
In the Atlantic. therefore. at the moment of the declara- 
tion of war the powerful belligerent was. practically 
found in an attitude of passive expectancy, while the op- 
ponent was preparing for an offensive movement into 
distant waters.” 

Sir George thinks that if Adm. Cervera had steamed 
a little faster or had been able to coal in reasonable time 
at Santiago, or if the St. Pan) had not captured the 
collier Restormel in the nick of time, thus venting 
the fleet’s coaling at Curacao, Cervera would have gone 
into ' Havana. This critic overlooks entirely the fact 
that 'the blockade, though not as rigidly preserved aft 
Havana as before the Santiago campaign, was never- 
theless maintained, and by ships which would have 
given a good account of themselves if Cervera had tried 
to get into the harbor. 

The British critic does not think much of the bom- 
hardment at San Juan, in Porto Rico. He is at a loss 
to assign a cause for this bombardment. Perhaps as 
gunnery practice under war conditions it served a cer- 
tain purpose. but the withdrawal of the squadron gave 
the Spaniards a chance to claim a victory, and in other 
circumstances the moral effect thus produced might have 
had more importance. Sir George loses sicht of the 
fact that the conditions at San Jnan were such as ta 
preclude the great importance attachine to the bombard- 
ment “ander other cirenmstances.” The experience at 
San Juan. he eays. fully confirmed that of Alexandria. 
and showed that the fire of ships is not able to diemonnt 
euns or seriously injure coast batteries. Jn discnesing 
this point more fully he savs: “Capt.. Mahan has laid 
great stress upon the paralyzing effect of inadequate 
coast defences, but the lesson of the war is of an opt 
posite character. Jndged by any modern standard the 
eoast defences of Cuba were miserable: but a moderately 
effective fleet based upon Cuban ports would have found 
them ample, and they may actually be said to have} 
served their great purpose. How small these defences 
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In the war with Spain torpedoes were mel more 
gerous to those who attempted to use them to 
enemy, and in to: © practice with the squadron at sea, 
even under the favorable conditions, considering their 
limited range and all the conditions for their opera’ 
many American naval officers believe that 

cannot be used to advantage. 

Sir George, in remarking upon the condition of the 
bottoms of the Spanish vessels, says that the perform- 
ance of Cervera’s squadron appears to be far from dis- 
creditable to the Spanish engineers. It will be observed 
that he limits his praise to the engineer 
Long voyages may, however, produce 
rather than bad if taken envantens of in an in t 
way. us, the British writer cites ‘the effect of 
long voy: in securing full steaming efficiency for the 
Oregon, which passed the Texas and the Iowa in the 
battle of Santiago. 

These are among the conclusions Sir George draws 
from the Spanish war: 

“It is peculiarly interesting to note that popular clam- 
or in the United States, while ridiculously exaggerating 
the dangers of the seaboard, was reckless in ae 
military operations in Cuba before the naval situation 
was secure.

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SUPPLIES FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 

The War Department has begun to receive reports 
from the Philippines, Porto Rico and Cuba on the inves- 
tigations into the present Army ration. The first report 
to reach the Department came by cablegram from Gen. 
Otis. These investigations were by direction of President 
McKinley, who ordered the appointment of boards to in- 
quire in the Army ration with special reference to its 
effect on the health of the troops. Gen. Otis’s report can 
be found in the official despatches published in another 
column. 

The report shows but slight change from the present 
method of issuing the garrison ration and no change 
whatever in the components. There is one interesting 
feature of the board’s recommendations; that is, that 
they do not agree with the suggestions that there should 
be less beef for troops in the tropics. The present meat 
issue is 14%, pounds of fresh beef for six days in ten, 
three days of bacon and one of salmon. The board 
changes this to one pound of beef for eight days in ten, 
gives bacon for the other two days and makes the salmon 
for one day optional. In lieu of the loss of four ounces 
of beef the board recommends the issue of two ounces of 
rice and two ounces of dried fruit, while two ounces of 
flour are also taken off and oatmeal substituted in the 
same quantity. The increase of the sugar ration to 20 
pounds means an increase of five pounds in every 100 
rations. At the same time the board proposes that there 
shall be no savings on the extra articles, like rice, oat- 
meal and increased sugar. 

The War Department has been notified by cable from 
Havana that the Board in Cuba has concluded its inves- 
tigation and a report of its findings has been mailed to 
the Secretary of War. It is learned that this board makes 
no recommendations for a change in either the field or 
travel ration, nor does it recommend any change in the 
components of the garrison ration. It does, however, ex- 
press the opinion that a new system of savings should be 
adopted. So far nothing has been heard from Gen. Davis 
in — Rico regarding the action of the board appointed 
by him. 

An indication of the quantity and quality of food sup- 
plies being shipped to the Philippines is contained in a 
dispatch received this week by Q. M. Gen. Ludington 
from Major Long, superintendent of the Army transport 
service at San Francisco. Major Long’s report specifies 
the supplies shipped to Manila on the last trips of the 
transports, Ohio, Senator, Morgan City, Centennial and 
Sherman. He says “they amounted to 1,040 tons 
of subsistence stores, consisting of 94,000 pounds of 
bacon, 6,850 cases of corned beef, 300,000 pounds of flour, 
3,600 cases of hard bread, 5,000 pounds of cornmeal, 100,- 
000 pounds of beans, 2,270 cases of baked beans, 50,000 
pounds of green coffee, 500 cases of molasses, 5,000 
pounds of pepper, 400 cases of soap, 530 cases of apples, 
1,000 cases of apricots, 700 cases breakfast bacon, 1,050 
eases butter, 50,000 pounds of chocolate, 700 cases lard, 
1,000 cases macaroni, 1,400 cases milk, 85 cases mush- 
rooms, 2,050 cases oatmeal, 1,150 cases of canned oysters, 
1,080 cases of peas, 178 cases of pineapples, 1,740 cases 
of damsons, 1, cases salmon, 1,829 cases canned soup. 
400 cases cornstarch, 82 half barrels cut-loaf sugar, 320 
cases of tapioca, 300 cases of syrup, 54 cases of lemon 
extract, 81 cases of vanilla, 700 cases of blackberry jam, 
1.800 cases of current jelly. 175 pounds of red pepper, 
170 cases of chow chow, 1,500 cases of cranberry sauce, 
225 barrels of ginger ale, 200 cases of smoking tobacco, 
17,500 pounds of castile soap, 110 cases of Worcestershire 
sauce,” 

Many of these articles are not contained in the regular 
ration of the soldier, but will be used for sick and con- 
valescents in the Philippines and by the invalid Volun- 
teers on the transports coming home from Manila. The 
Commissary Department has now about three and a half 
months’ supplies ahead at Manila, and it is proposed to 
increase the supply to about five or six months in advance 
of the needs of the troops to provide against any emer- 
gency that might arise. To this end nearly every trans- 
port Saving this country is well laden with supplies of 
all kinds.

Considerable anxiety has been shown in British army 
circles this week over the situation in the Transvaal, 
where the conference between President Kruger and Brit- 
ish High Commissioner Milner ended so completely a 
failure that it is feared only the most tactful diplomacy 
can avert a serious, possibly a bloody, rupture. 


Capt. Dreyfus is returning from the island of his cap- 
tivity to France on a special ship of State. He wears his 
restored uniform and a new sword to take the place of 
the one taken from him at the time of his conviction five 
years ago. Most of his enemies have disappeared in that 
abyss which in the Army is always waiting for those 
who violate the principles of honor and justice. Some are 
dead, some are suicides, some are out of the Army. in dis- 
grace, and the way to a complete vindication of the un- 
happy officer seems open. This will doubtless come at the 
new court martial which is to be held at Rennes, France, 
by order of the Court of Cassation, which this week al- 
most unanimously decided on this tardy step toward 
reparation. 

















SANITARY LESSONS OF THE SPANISH WAR. 
In a paper prepared for the Medical Association, which 
met at Columbus, O., this week, Surg. Gen. George M. 
Sternberg, U. 8S. A. treated of the sanitary 
lessons of the -war. He said that the total 


number of deaths reported in our enlarged Army, 
including a and Volunteers, from May 1, 
1898, to April 30, 1899, is 6,406. Of these 5,438 died of 
disease and 968 were killed in battle, or died of wounds, 
injuries or accident, During the Civil War the number 
of deaths from disease was 186,216. The number who 
were killed in battle or died of wounds was , or 
about one-half of -the deaths from disease. e total 
deaths from disease in the Union armies from the com- 
mencement of the war to the 3lst of December, 1862, 
was 34,326, and in the Confederate armies during the 
same period, 31,238. 

The following table gives the monthly death rates 
from disease in our armies from May 1, 1898, to April 
30, 1898, and, for comparison, the rates for the same 
period during the first twelve months of the Civil War.

In comparing the death rates from disease during the 
year of the Spanish-American war, May 1, 1898 to April 
30, 1899, and the first year of the Civil War, May 1, 
1861, to April 30, 1862, note should be taken in the 
first place that the mean strength in May, 1861, was 
only 16,161 as compared with 163,726 men in service in 
May, 1898. The mustering in of Volunteer troops 
progressed more slowly in 1861 than during the recent 
war, so that it was not until September and October, 
1861, that the mean strength assumed proportions equal 
to that of the months of the Spanish War. Although the 
number present in the camps of 1861-62 after October, 
1861, was largely in excess of those aggregated during 
the past year, the average annual strength — both 
wars did not differ greatly. Nevertheless the deaths 
from disease in 1861-62 numbered 10,522, while in 
1898-99 they amounted only to 5,438. The death rate 
per thousand of strength mounted gradually month by 
month in 1861-62, and, indeed, it did not reach its acme 
until February, 1863, when the rate of 6.39 was reached. 
In 1898, on the other hand, the acme, 5.89, was reached 
suddenly in September, but owing to the sanitary meas- 
ures adopted the fall during October and November was 
as rapid as had been the rise. 

The same gradual rise is seen in the mortality statis- 
tics of typhoid fever during the Civil War. The high- 
est death rate, 2.81, was not reached until May, 1862, 
the thirteenth month of the aggregation of the troops, 
when 1,092 men died of this disease, and the fall of the 
rates was as gradual as the rise. On the other hand, the 
rise in 1898 was sudden, the maximum rate, 3.57, being 
reached in September, when 933 men died of this dis- 
ease; but the fall during the months of October and 
November was as notable as the rise. This sudden sup- 
pression of the disease cannot be attributed to an ex- 
haustion of the susceptibility of the troops to attack 
from this fever, as they only suffered at the rate of 12.37 
per thousand of strength during the twelve months, 
whereas the troops of the Civil War suffered at the rate 
of 19.71 per thousand. It can be attributed only to the 
active preventive measures that were instituted, and es- 
pecially to moving the troops to fresh camp sites and to 
the greater care exercised in the disposal of excreta. 

The average annual mortality from typhoid fever in 


our Regular Army since the Civil War has been: For 
the first decade (1868-1877) 95 per 100,000 of mean 


strength (.95 per 1,000); for the second decade (1878- 
1887) 108 per 100,000; for the third decade (1888-1897) 
55 per 100,000. This latter rate compares favorably with 
that of many of our principal cities. For example, it is 
exceeded by the typhoid death rate in the City of 
Washington, which is 78.1 per 100,000 (average of 10 
years—1888-1897); by that of the City of Chicago, which 
is 64.4 per 100,000; by that of Pittsburg, which is 88 
per 100,000. These figures, however, do not show the 
entire mortality in the cities mentioned as a result of 
typhoid fever, for without doubt many of the deaths 
ascribed to “malarial fevers” were in fact due to typhoid 
infection. Thus in the City of Washington the deaths 
reported from typhoid and typho-malarial fever (aver- 
age of 10 years) numbered 78.1 per 100,000 of the popu- 
lation, while 23.4 per 100,000 are recorded as due to 
malarial fever. In Baltimore the mortality, as recorded, 
from typhoid fever is 41.5 and from “typho-malarial 
and other malarial fevers” 18.3 per 100,000. In St. Louis 
the figures are typhoid fever 35.7, typho-malarial and 
other malarial fevers, .49 per 100 00; in New Orleans 
typhoid fever 26.1, typho-malarial and other malarial 
fevers 107.2 per 100,000. 

As compared with the first year of the Civil War, 
there is a decided improvement, the typhoid mortality 
for the first year of the Civil War haying been 1,971 
per 100,000 of mean erry and for the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War 1,237 per 100, Moreover, the vigorous 
sanitary measures* enforced enabled our troops to 
quickly free themselves from the ravages of this infec- 
tious disease, and while the line of typhoid mortality 
continued to ascend during the first year of the Civil 
War and subsequently, it rapidly fell after the middle of 
September, last, and for the last six months of the pe- 
riod under consideration has been remarkably low. In- 
deed, in the history of large armies the record has never 
heretofore been equalled. 

The principal lessons to be derived from our recent ex- 
perience were stated as follows: A trained Medical 
Corps, hardly adequate for an Army of 25,000 men, can- 
not control the sanitary situation when this Army is 
quay. expanded to 250,000. Physicians and surgeons 
rom civil life, however, well qualified professionally, as 
a rule are not prepared to assume the responsibilities 
of medical officers charged with administrative duties 
and the sanitary supervision of camps. This prepara- 
tion should include a corps of trained medical officers 
larger than is absolutely necessary for the Army on a 
peace basis, and systematic instruction in military medi- 
cine and hygiene for the medical officers of the Na- 
tional Guard as well as for those of the Regular Army; 
also instruction of line officers in the elements of hy- 
giene and especially in camp sanitation. It should also 
include the establishment of camping grounds in vari- 
ous parts of the country, having an ample supply of 
pure water, a proper system of sewers, etc. If our Vol- 
unteers could have been assembled in such camps during 
the late war a saving in lives and money would have 
resulted which would without doubt have demonstrat- 
ed the economy of such preparation for war in time of 
peace, 
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June 10, 1899. 





LATEST FROM MANILA. 

Aggressive operations were resumed June 3 against 
the rebels to the east and southeast of Manila, They 
pave been active there since the withdrawal of. the 
major portion of the American forces from that part of 
the island. It was well known that a big band of in- 
surgents had gathered in the Taitai and Cainta hills, at 
the north end of the lake, under the command of Gen. 
Pio del Pilar, and it was hoped to entrap them. A 
force, commanded by Brig. Gen. Hall, consisting of 
eleven companies of the Oregon regiment, six companies 
of the Colorado regiment, three troops of the 4th Cav. 
dismounted, and one troop mounted, eight companies of 
the 4th Inf., four companies of the 9th Inf., four com- 
panies of the Wyoming regiment and four mountain 
guns, left the pumping station at 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ning With the object of crossing the San Mateo Valley 
foothills and striking into the Antipolo Valley beyond— 
thus getting to the east of Taitai and Cainta. Then the 
force was to recross the hills further south and take 
these two towns in reverse. 

Meanwhile Col. Wholley, with the Washington and 
North Dakota regiments and one battalion of the 12th 
Regulars, was to wait at Pasig for the extension of 
Gen. Hall’s line in the rear of the enemy. ‘Then Col. 
Wholley’s command was to advance quickly and close 
the trap. The plans were kept secret as late as pos- 
sible in order to prevent any knowledge of the intended 
ilovement reaching the rebels, and the troops were 
marched to the front at a late hour on the night of June 
» Unfortunately Gen. Hall’s advance met with unfore- 
«<n obstacles, and the troops did not get free of the 
valley until 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

(ien. Lawton, who realized that this slowness imper- 
led the chances of bagging the Filipinos, ordered 1. 
\. lolley to advance from Pasig without waiting for the 
organized pian to be carried out. The movements of 
us command were plainly visible from the blockhouse 
at the pumping station in the hills and from the rebel 
position, 

Gen. Hall reached Teresa from the east, where 
there were no fortifications. The insurgents fled to the 
southeast toward Morong. After the town was in pos- 
session of Gen. Hall the North Dakota regiment ad- 
vanced and joined his right. At night Gen. Lawton 
ferried troops from Pasig to Morong, and these con- 
nected with the left of Gen. Hall’s extended line in the 
hills around Antipolo. The Oregon regiment pocketed 
the Filipinos on three sides, and a brisk fight ensued. 
Col. Summers threw a battalion on each hill, and the 
\mericans chased the rebels for a considerable distance. 
The Oregon regiment lost three men killed and six 
wounded. 

The 4th Cav. lost two men killed and four wounded, 
while the Colorado regiment had one man wounded. 
On June 4 Gen. Hall continued his advance without re- 
sistance. He occupied Antipolo and then swung toward 
Taitai. Meantime Maj. Haskell’s battalion of the 12th 
Inf. and two battalions of the North Dakota regiment 
marched through Cainta and Taitai without resistance, 
and met Gen. Hall at 10 o’clock coming down from An- 
tipolu. During the night the Washington regiment had 
embarked in cascoes for Morong. The general scheme 
was to chase the Filipinos down the Morong peninsula, 
and in the afternoon the combined forces advanced south 
toward Morong. 

Gen. Hall with his command stopped June 4 at Te- 
resa. He advanced June 5 and occupied Morong with- 
out opposition or notable incident. Col. Wholley had a 
little fight at Morong June 4, and the Americans found 
nine dead and five wounded Filipinos upon occupying 
the place. The Americans suffered no loss. The hos- 
pital tugs returned June 5 with 500 men suffering from 
the effects of the heat. ‘The unevenness of the country 
prevents the maintenance of a complete cordon of Amer- 
ican troops across the peninsula. The Mateo Valley 
wires were cut by the enemy and finally abandoned by 
the Americans, communication being kept up via Pasig. 
The roughest country traversed by the American troops 
is in the vicinity of Antipolo. Transportation over it is 
impossible, and even the Signal Service wagons had to 
be abandoned. Five Chinamen in the Signal Service 
employ deserted, and those remaining were unable to 
carry the wires. Sergt. Wadak, with a wire-repairing 
party, was cut off behind the lines by the enemy. Lieut. 
Gibbs, with a handful of signalmen, rushed to Wadak’s 
rescue, and succeeded in routing the enemy who opposed 
his return. 1st Lieut. Hawthorne was unable to pro- 
ceed, owing to the impassable condition of the country, 
und was compelled to burn his wagons and ammunition 
to prevent their falling into the hands of the enemy, 

The afternoon of June 5 Col. Truman’s detachment, 
proceeding along the west side of the peninsula, tool 
Angono and Binangonan. The rebels evacuated those 
towns the day before, and fled to the northeast, slipping 
north of Morong before Gen. Hall’s brigade arrived. 
Finding that there was no opposition, Col. Truman 
crossed the peninsula toward Morong for the purpose of 
joining Gen. Hall when he arrived from Antipolo. Gen. 
Hall passed through Teresa, the only town which the 
inhabitants had not deserted. Many uniforms were 
found, indicating that the insurgents had suddenly 
changed themselves into friends for the time being. Col. 
Whaolley left Morong late in the day of June 5, his troops 
returning to Pasig in cascoes. He had been congratulated 
by Gen. Lawton for his splendid work. 

The natives at Binangonan stated that Gen. Pio del 
Pilar’s forces escaped east to the mountains in the 
direction of San Mateo, making for Angono. That the 
object of the movement to entrap Gen. del Pilar’s troops 
in the peninsula was unsuccessful was due to the in- 
ability of the Americans to swing far enough to the 
east soon enough to get behind the enemy. 

The American forces on June 6 occupied the penin- 
sula, and Gen. Hall’s column was encamped at Morong. 
Maj. Truman, marching across from Binangonan, found 
it impracticable to form a cordon, and the insurgents, 
with the exception of a hundred or two, escaped through 
the mountains after Gen. Pio del Pilar, dragging their 
batteries by buffaloes at night. 

The United States Philippine Commission last week 
gave one of the most brilliant balls Manila had ever 
seen. It was one of a series of entertainments intended 
to foster friendship between the Americans and the na- 
tives. The newly appointed judges, Gen. Otis, a num- 
ber of other American officers, and many wealthy na- 
tives were present. ‘There was a display of gorgeous 
native toilets, and the array of handsome women sur- 
prised the American officers. There was a long pro- 
gramme of American and Filipino dances, followed by 
the rendering of several instrumental selections, closing 
with “The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

Gen. Rios, with the remainder of the Spanish troops. 
has sailed for Spain. 

The 2d Oregon Volunteers have returned to barracks 
at Manila, and are preparing to return to the United 
States. The ist California will be relieved by a regi- 
ment of Regulars at an early date, and will follow the 
Oregonians. It is intended to send the Ist Colorado and 
the Ist Nebraska regiments next.

He uprooted the 
flag and staff, and with them on his shoulder he started 
to return to the outpost, his back all the time a target 
for scores of Mauser bullets which the natives sent af- 
ter him as parting salutes. Unscathed, he waded the 
river and arrived safely with his trophy. 
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RECRUITING FOR THE ARMY. 

The War. Department is highly gratified over the re- 
turns from the recruiting stations throughout the coun- 
try. Reports received show that the enlistment of re- 
cruits is progressing rapidly and satisfactorily. Already 
sufficient men to raise the Regular Army to the full war 
strength have been recruited into the service, and with- 
in the past week many of the recruiting stations have 
been discontinued, and the recruiting officers ordered to 
other duty. The following statement of enlistments has 
been prepared by direction of Adjt. Gen. Corbin and 
given out for publication. It shows the number of en- 
listments and re-enlistments in the Regular Army for 
the year ending Soest 30, 1899: 

“1398—May, 9,569; June, 9,342: July, 6.591; August, 
3,429; September, 2,755; October, 3,677; November, 
5,007; December, 5,396. 1899—January, 5,514; Febru- 
ary, 4,857; March, 8,361; April, 6,600. Total, 71,008. 
The returns for May, 1898, are not yet complete. The 
number of enlistments during that month will probably 
be between 4,500 and 5,000.” 

Notwithstanding that many recruits are on hand for 
service in the regular establishment it takes some time 
to equip them and get them in shape for campaigning. 
This is particularly true of men to be sent to the Philip- 
pines. undreds of recruits are now at the Presidio. 
San Francisco, where they have been stationed for 
weeks past. At other places in the country men are 
quartered awaiting orders to San Francisco, or to join 
regiments Although the 19th Inf. has now but 719 
men enough recruits are on hand in the country to raise 
it to its full fighting strength of over 1,300 men, buf 
they must be gathered together and sent to Camp Meade, 
and there fitted out and on in shape for service. This 
will take several weeks, but the regiment will be ready 
to leave San Francisco on the Hancock as arranged. 
The Hancock is to leave Manila this week with a regi- 
ment of Volunteers, and will not reach San Francisco 
for about a month. It will then require a week or ten 
days to overhaul and repair the vessel, and it is figured 
ut the War Department that the 19th Inf. will depart 
for the Philippines about the latter part of July or ist 
of August. 

The War Department has received reports from regi- 
mental commanders that many of the recruits enlisted 
are not up to the Army standard physically, and in some 
cases are disqualified for service in the tropics. Secre- 
tary Alger sometime ago issued instructions directing 
examining surgeons to be more careful in the examina- 
tion of recruits, and recently instructions were sent to 
Gen, Shafter at San Francisco directing that a Board 
of Medical Officers be appointed to meet at the Presidio 
for the purpose of examining recruits for service in the 
Philippine Islands. Gen. Shafter has advised the War 
Department of the appointment of a Board in conformity 
with these instructions. He explains in his order that 
all recruits now at San Francisco, or who may here- 





after arrive there, shall be examined “with a view of 


eliminating such as may be found physically disqualified. 
All cases of physical deficiency will be reported promptly 
for action of the War Department.” 

“ The Board appointed by Gen. Shafter consists of Maj. 
Edward B. Mosely, Surgeon; A. A. Surg. Charles N. 
Barney, and A. A. Surg. Bdwin P. Hayward. 

The following order was sent to Gen. Shafter several 
days ago with reference to the proposed departure of 
troops now at San Francisco: 

“By direction of the Secretary of War, you will send 
the battalion of the 4th Cav. on the Sheridan if their 
horses can follow at an early date, or the battalion of the 
14th Inf., as may appear to you most advisable. Which- 
ever battalion remains will go on the Pennsylvania, 
which should arrive about June 10. The signal detach- 
ment and recruits will complete the loading of the Sheri- 
dan. The Regular battalion which you retain will sail 
on the Pennsylvania with remainder of recruits. The 
19th Inf. will be detained at Camp Meade, Pa., tempo- 
rarily, and will sail on the next transport arriving from 
Manila after the Pennsylvania.” 

Since the receipt of the above by Gen. Shafter he has 
telegraphed the War Department that he will send two 
companies of the 14th Inf., 200 men of the 4th Cav., and 
1,300 recruits on the transport Sheridan. This transport 
was scheduled to leave early this week, but owing to the 
discovery of a defect in her boilers she returned to the 
dock for a thorough overhauling and repairing. It is 
thought that she will not be detained longer than the 22d 
of June. The Pennsylvania has already left Manila, and 
is expected to arrive at San Francisco about June 10. 
The next transport to follow will very likely be the Han- 
cock, which is now in the ae and it is eongeed 
at the department to get the 19th Inf. ready for ship- 
ment to Manila on that transport. 


The Assistant Comptroller of the Treasury says with 
reference to a case involving a mode of transfer of final 
statements submitted recently: “While a strict compli- 
ance with paragraph 1388, Army Regulations, may not be 
essential to constitute a valid assignment the rule laid 
down as to the form and manner of assignment of his 
final pay vouchers by an enlisted man on his discharge is 
a good one, and well calculated to prevent mistake, dis- 
pute, and fraud, and the admission of a payment on as- 
signment made in any other manner should be considered 
as exceptional and not as ground for departure from the 
regulations which should be complied with. If officers 
and experienced non-commissioned men in the Regular 
Army have become negligent in this matter as to the par- 
ties to the making of the transfers in such irregular and 
unsatisfactory manner in so many cases it would seem 
proper by general orders or in some other manner to call 
attention to the regulations.”

The great bronze memorial to the dead of the 6th U. 
S. Inf. who died for their country in battle, to be erected

The monument to be erected at Galveston, Texas, in 

commemoration of the deeds of the heroes who partici- 
pated in the struggle for the independence of Texas, is 
nearing completion, and will be unveiled with imposing 
ceremonies. The late Henry Rosenberg, a prominent 
banker, left $50,000 in his will for this monument, which 
is inscribed as follows: “A tribute from Henry Rosen- 
berg to the heroes of the Texas Revolution of 1836.” 
There is also a bronze medallion of Gen. Sam Hous- 
ton and other appropriate devices. 
One of the most richly bound and printed regimental 
records that have come to our table for years is the his- 
tory of the well-known Fifth Regiment, Maryland Na- 
tional Guard, published by George A. Meekins, Balti- 
more. The name of the regiment is inlaid in gilt let- 
ters on full morocco. The book is a history of the regi- 
ment from its organization, in 1867, to the present time, 
and is.copiously illustrated. The regiment was in the 
Volunteer Service during the war with Spain, but saw 
only camp duty. Although it has never been tried in the 
supreme test of war, it is said to be “the embodiment of 
Maryland valor.” We are pleased to note that in all the 
group pictures or single figure half-tones the name of the 
person pictured is set beneath, an example that might 
well be followed in all such histories which are primarily 
prepared for local readers.

THE KRAG AND THE SPRINGFIELD. 


The inaccuracies of statement concerning the Spring- 
field rifle contained in some of the comments in the daily 
papers upon its use in the Philippines, seriouslly lessen 
the force of their criticisms. Our old Army gun is no long 
er a smoke-belching volcano. Smokeless powder cartridges 
for use with it were forwarded to Gen. Otis some time 
ago. There are points in favor of the Springfield that are 
not overlooked by the War Department. Its simplicity 
and security from getting out of order under the rough- 
est usage, make it especially valuable to new troops. As 
far as rapidity of fire is concerned, there is probably lit 
tle to choose between the old and the new gun. 

The English have found their small caliber bullets in 
effective against a savage enemy that does not understand 
the rules of the game and will insist upon fighting after 
being hit, and hit more than once. It is a fair subject for 
discussion, therefore, whether the Springfield is not more 
effective against a savage foe than the Krag or the Mau- 
ser. 

The shock or blow from the bullet of the 45-caliber rifle 
is much greater than from the lighter bullet of the maga 
zine rifle. Many cases of unofficial statements have 
reached the Ordnance Department of the inefficiency of 
small caliber bullets fired with high velocities, because of 
their failure to produce the shock necessary for disabling 
an enemy, and of the greater efliciency of the 45-calibe: 
arm in this respect. Gen. Corbin himself has expressed 
the belief that “it is possible that in the firing likely to 
occur in country thickly wooded or with dense unde: 
growth, as in the neighborhood of Manila, the Spring 
field rifle, with the smokeless cartridge, is the more efli 
cient weapon.” 

There is a widely spread impression that one thousand 
yards is the range of the Springfield, whereas, it has 
range of about 3,600 yards, that of the Krag being about 
4,200 yards. At long range there is an apparent sup: 
riority in favor of the magazine rifle, and, in addition, ow 
ing to the smaller diameter of the bullet, the trajectory of 
the magazine rifle is much the flatter of the two. 

To provide a smokeless powder charge for a rifle cham- 
bered for the black powder charge of double weight and 
limited to a pressure not to exceed 24,000 pounds per 
square inch has taxed the ingenuity of our ordnance offli- 
cers to the utmost. The conditions of the problem made 
it impossible to secure a powder as free from smoke as 
that used in the Krag or the Spanish Mauser, but it ap 
pears to answer tke purpose. Though the Springfield is 
classed as a short range gun, its energy at a mile and 
three-quarters is in the proportion of one hundred foot 
pounds to fifty for the U. S. magazine rifle. Then again 
the danger zone at that range is not so much in favo: 
of the magazine rifle. 


THE NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 

The first lecture of the course of the year at the War 
College, Newport, R. I., was delivered this week by the 
president of the College, Comdr. C. H. Stockton, U. S. 
N. It was upon the subject of “Preparation for War” 
and opened with the statement that the great masters in 
the art of war have announced as an axiom that of 
all things which contribute most directly and effectually

Coast defence is not harbor de 
fence, he said. Coast defence is a very much used term, 
when defence of a harbor or port is meant. 
Both have their alue; harbor defence, successfully 
earried out, continues the possession of the port 
in our hands; coast defence provides for its free- 
dom of trade movements, the continuance of its 


utility and the vitality of all that pertains and de- 
pends upon it as a port. Harbor defence is entirely 
military in its character, or mixed military and naval. 
By a successful defence of this kind, the enemy is de- 
nied the occupation and use of the port, which includes 
its facilities, both artificial and natural, while the prop- 
erty existing, both public and private, is preserved 
from destruction and injury. But this may be the case 
and still, by blockade or outside command of the sea, 
the use of the port may be suspended or paralyzed.

They were discovered by Magellan in 1621, and were 
ealled Las Islas de los Ladrones (“the Islands of the 
Thieves”), from the thievish disposition of the natives 
They were also named the Mariana or Marianne Islands 
in honor of Maria Anne, the Queen of Philip IV of Spain 
Until last year the capital town had been San Ignacio de 
Agana, situated on Guahan, or Guam, Island, the south 
ernmost and largest of the group, which at the close of 
the war between the United States and Spain was cede: 
to the United States. Including Guam, the Mariannes. 
the Carolines and Palaos have a total area of almost 1,00) 
English square miles, and a combined population of abou! 
45,000 people. Over all these, except Guam, the German

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REWARDS FOR MILITARY SERVICE. 


In a recent number of “The Outlook” Lieut. J. H. 
Parker, U. 8. A., urges the adoption of a rational sys- 
tem of promotion for our Army in which the recogni- 
tion of meritorious service will be provided for. As it is 
now, the only recognition which can be given to an offi- 
cer who distinguishes himself in the line is to promote 
him to the staff, or in time of war give him a higher 
commission in the Volunteer service. Lieut. Parker 
shows the disadvantages of both of these methods of re- 
ward. Superior fitness for line service does not neces- 
sarily prove exceptional capacity for staff duty and 
promotion from line to staff “involves taking away from 
his proper field of activity in the line every officer who 
has shown special fitness for that kind of duty, and 
placing such officers in fields of labor which require 
different, often antithetic, characteristics.” Mr. Parker 
thinks that basing promotions into staff Departments 
upon such qualities would, therefore, inevitably result in 
a bad performance of staff duties, and in the stripping 
the line of its_ best officers. 

It will, no doubt, deprive the line of good officers, but 
whether or not it will decrease the efficiency of the staff 
is a question of fact, and not one of theory, and we 
have had sufficient experience to determine the fact. 
Undoubtedly, however, promotion should be in the De- 
partment wherein an officer acquires his experience, and 
not out of it. 

To the promotion of officers by giving them tem- 
porary Volunteer appointments, Lieut. Parker is in 
every way opposed. Its effect is, in his opinion, to re- 
turn to the line an officer discontented with the per- 
formance of duty belonging to a rank inferior to that he 
has had temporarily bestowed upon him, and to subject 
him to jealousy and envy amon his associates in the 
regular service of similar grades. 

Additional importance is given to the question of pro- 
motion by the new conditions under which our Army 
is serving, and will probably continue to serve, as mili- 
tary administrators of colonial governments. In this ca- 
pacity their almost autocratic power will subject them 
to serious temptations, and this should be neutralized, in 
the opinion of this critic, by a more generous recognition 
of valuable service. We cannot agree with him, how- 
ever, when he says: “When wealth, reputation and 
success are almost sure to follow the propitiation of 
corrupt and powerful local influences, and when ab- 
solutely no reward except the consciousness of duty 
done awaits a faithful and honest administration, a mili- 
tary governor may almost be pardoned if he yields to 
that ambitious desire for wealth and distinction which 
actuateg successful men in every profession, and permits 
his administration to deviate from the straight path of 
rectitude to take full advantage of the numerous op- 
portunities for personal and pecuniary aggrandizement 
which are constantly offered to him.” 

‘This is hardly a safe doctrine to preach to the Army; 
no pardon or condonation should be shown to any man 
guilty of an offence against the integrity of the Ser- 
vice. No man is obliged to stay in the Army, and if he 
does net find its rewards sufficient to save him from 
the temptation to steal, or otherwise abuse the power 
couferred upon him for the public good, the sooner he 
leaves it the better. The rewards of distinguished and 
important service are not what they should be, but even 
as they are they are sufficient to have secured for our 
Ariny officers whose personal character has lifted them 
above the temptation to dishonesty and they are quite 
equal to these bestowed upon civilian officials who would 
replace our Army officers if they were withdrawn from 
colonial administration. 

The advice of Christ to the Roman soldier was to be 
content with his wages. This shows that the disposi- 
tion to complain of the rewards of military service is 
at least as old as Christianity, and that the remedy 
for it was in the beginning the same as now, namely to 
urge the faithful performance of duty, without regard to 
reward. Of course, each officer is satisfied in his own 
mind that if he had chosen a career in civil life he would 









be one of the exceptional few who win large success, 
but it may be of service to him at the time when he 
feels that he is not generously treated to recall the 
friends of his youth and ask himself how many of them 
have won larger rewards in life than he has. Bven 
the pecuniary rewards received by an officer are greater 
than those of the average civilian. No man, and es- 
pecially no officer of the Army, is entitled to any credit 
or reward for being honest, but a deep and damning 
disgrace should rest upon him if he is not so. There 
is a very ancient story told of an officer of our Army 
during the Civil War, who asked to be relieved because 
the cotton men, who offered him one hundred thousand 
dollars to wink at illegal practices, were getting mighty 
near his price. If any officer thinks that an appointment 
to a semi-civil position in the colonies is likely to sub- 
ject him to temptations beyond his strength he will do 
well to decline the appointment. He may be sure that, 
if he falls, neither Army nor civilian public opinion will 
condone his offence because of any claim on his behalf 
that he had not received the reward for service rendered 
to which he considered himself entitled, apd 80 was 
obliged to add to his income by “pickings and stealings.” 
THB CONFERENCE AT THER HAGUE. 

It is not safe to speculate as to the final result of the 
Peace Conference now being held in the House in the 
Woods at The Hague, for the reason that we have no 
authentic report of its proceedings. What appears in the 
press despatches must be largely speculative, as the pro- 
ceedings of the Conference are not open to the public 
and the press. The ardent opponents of what is called 
“militarism” find great satisfaction in the mere fact that 
such a conference is being held, though we cannot quite 
see on what they found their confident anticipations as 
to ite result. It is possible that the machinery of 
international intercourse may be somewhat simplified, 
and the friction between States that results in ill feeling 
lessened to this extent. There may be also some exten- 
sion of the international agreements restraining the bar- 
barities of war, such as have already been formulated in 
the Geneva Convention. We see no reason to believe 
that the conclusions of the Conference will go beyond 
this. 

Agreements between rulers cannot prevent war, for it 
is seldom, if ever, in these modern days at least, that. 
war does not result from influences wholly beyond the 
control of those who are supposed to regulate the affairs 
of nations. If the Hmperor Napoleon and the King of 
Prussia could have had their way there would have 
been no Franco-Prussian war, which was brought on by 
the intriguing Empress Eugenie and the scheming Chan- 
cellor Bismarck. Rulers favor peace, and we have no 
doubt that the Czar of Russia is entirely sincere in call- 
ing the conference at The Hague, though powerful as 
he is he has but a limited control in this matter. The 
Queen of England is reported to have a nervous horror 
of war; yet war is in progress most of the time in some 
part of her extended dominions. Within the last year 
her troops have, for example, been occupied in killing 
natives in India, in Egypt and other parts of Africa. 
If war is an evil per se, and ought not to be tolerated, 
under any condition, as some theorists contend, Dng- 
land’s little wars for the extension of civilization are no 
more to be excused than the mighty struggles between 
first-class powers. If we are to regulate war by thd 
code applied to private killing, it must certainly be in- 
sisted that it is no more right to kill the few than the 
many: 





“Why, then, was Abel Young, 
Who killed his neighbor training day, 
Put into jail and hung?” 

Whatever the agreement at the Conference we have 
no reason to suppose that it will prevent the continuance 
of the work of destroying the autonomy of the Finns, 
or the crushing out of the independence of the 
various races and _ religions entering into’ the 
composition of the complex population of Rus- 
sia. Nor will it stay the hand of the Muscovite 
in extending his sway over Central Asia and Northern 
China. It will not compel the French to do justice to 
Madagascar, nor restrain England in her attempts to 
secure further control in Africa. Aguinaldo cannot look 
to it for independence, nor will Germany find in ite proc- 
lamations of peace any reason for halting in the work of 
extending her colonial empire. 

No! Whatever the name given to the gathering in 
Holland, or however smooth the phrases in which its 
resolutions may be clothed, it is in effect a new Holy 
Alliance, such as that into which Russia beguiled Ger- 
many and Austria in 1815. That alliance was formed 
in the interests of legitimacy, and ite purpose was to 
stay the progress of the movement for the overthrow of 
kings and dynasties. It led to the suppression of the 
revolution in Naples and Piedmont, and it established 
absolutism in Spain. It excluded the Corsican from its 
privileges, and held control of Europe until the new 
revolution of 1830. Enlarging such an alliance to in- 
clude other powers, even though one of them be the 
United States, does not alter its essential character. 
Naturally, therefore, those who seek to overthrow all 
existing systems of government have taken alarm, and 
are protesting in advance against the conclusions of the 
Conference, assuming that they will lead to an interna- 
tional agreement which ‘means the blasting of hopes 
based upon the destruction of the existing order, Our 
appearance at such a conference is a distinct violation 
of the principles for which we have contended from the 
beginning, and it involves us in one of the most entang- 
ling of the foreign alliances, against which we have 
been 60 solemnly warned. 

The most hopeful views of the results of the Peace 
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ments have expanded to their present enormous propor- 
tions under the stimulus of universal military service, have 
been unusually free from international contests. France 
had fifteen years of war during the first fifteen years of 
the nineteenth century, and has had only eleven years 
of war during the eighty-four years since then. During 
the same period of ninety-five years the proportion for 
Russia is eleven to thirteen years; BWngland, fifteen 
to five years; Austria, eight to nine years; Prus- 
sia, six to ten years; Italy, eight to fifteen years; 
Germany, exclusive of Prussia, eight to five years; 
Portugal, eight to four years; Denmark, five to four 
years. Sweden had ten years of war during the first 
fifteen years of the century, and has been entirely at 
peace during the eighty-five years since 1814, 

It is not the strong states, with powerful armies or 
navies, that have been the chief disturbers of the peace 
during the century. Turkey has had twenty-five years 
of war since 1815, and Russia only thirteen, Spain 
eighteen years of war during the same period and 
France only eleven. The absence of military and naval 


_ preparation in this country did not prevent the war with 


Mexico, the Rebellion, or the war with Spain, during 
which three wars we expended more in blood and treasure 
than any European nation within the same period. 

The hysterical declaimers against the horrors of war 
mistake the symptoms for the disease, and delude them- 
selves with the idea that if they can get rid of soldiers 
and military establishments they will put an end to war. 
In their extravagant declamations against what they are 
pleased to call “militarism’’ they do violence to reasou 
and common sense and ignore the teachings of history 
and experience. The only consistent man among them is 
the Russian philosopher Tolstoi, who says, concerning 
the conference at The Hague, very much what we have 
said here. Count Tolstoi insists that the only sure cure 
for “wardom,” as he calls it, is for the individual man 
to refuse at all hazards to serve as a soldier. Those, 
who undertake to apply this remedy will no doubt have 
a thorny road to travel, but if there are enough of them 
their concerted action will soon paralyze the efforts of 
all governments seeking to accomplish their purposes by 
war. History shows that the result to follow such a 
paralysis would be the transfer of power to nations who 
are not hampered by fine theories as to the lawfulness of 
war; but, if we may judge from the character of some 
of the leading advocates of peace at any price, this re. 
sult would be a distinct gain to the cause of humanity. 
These men do not object to lying, to slander, or to the un- 
reasoning and ignorant vilification of soldiers; their only 
complaint is that there should be men so curiously consti- 
tuted that honor and duty, truth and right, loyalty and 
patriotism are dearer to them than life itself. They are 
not so much opposed to war as they are to its conduct 
by weapons they do not understand. They prefer the 
weapon that Samson used against his enemies, and ask 
that they may be accorded the unlimited privilege off 
stirring up strife, by tongue and pen, without being 
held responsible for their malignant work. One of these 
apostles of peace, Mr. Edward Atkinson, was éharply 
callad to account by an old soldier of the Civil War, 
who Jhas recently lost a son in the Philippines, and 
learned by personal experience that the first principle 
of self-defence is to keep a civil tongue in your head! 
Such men as Atkinson claim the privilege of outraging 
the dearest sensibilities of their countrymen without sub- 
jecting themselves to any responsibility in doing 60. 
They wish to have the privileges of war limited to them- 
selves and to their methods, and express a mild eurprise 
when ‘they are subjected to the vengeance they have) 
provoked by their unrestrained abuse of their fellow coun- 
trymen who have departed for foreign shores at the call 
of duty, leaving their reputations in the keeping of men 
who will not patiently submit to cowardly assault from 
the rear by Atkinson and his allies. 


Brig. Gen, Charles King, who arrived at San Francis- 
co, last week, on the transport City of Puebla from Ma- 
nila, in an interview said: ‘The situation in the Philip- 
pines is most serious. The people of those islands will 
keep up a guerrilla warfare, and there is no telling when 
the hostilities will cease. They retire to the fastnesses 
of their mountain retreats when they are whipped and 
hide in the jungles. Subsisting on practically nothing, 
they have no need for a base of supplies. It will neces- 
sitate a large force of men to subjugate them completely, 
The war in the Philippines is by no means ended, The 
intrenchments of the natives are equal to the best that 
the most civilized military nations have produced. Under 
the Spqnish régime the Filipinos learned something of 
war, and we are receiving evidence of this every day.”

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Commenting on the absurdity of the anti-expansion 
crueade in the United States, the Buenos Ayres “Stand- 
ard” of May 1 gave this good advice: “Now, Uncle 
Sam, we have a word of advice to you.

VARIOUS NAVAL. 

‘The Navy Department has ordered the Buffalo to be 
put out of commission, thus | the abandonment 
of the project of maintaining a regular naval transport 
service across the Atlantic and by way of the Mediter- 
ranean to Manila. 

Secretary Long has passed upon the armor bids sub- 
mitted recently, deciding to purchase a small quantity 
of armor and to let the next Congress decide what shall 
be done toward securing the remainder needed for the 
armored ships already authorized. The armor_com- 
panies having stated that they could not furnish Krupp 
armor of the high grade required by the Department at 
the price fixed by the law, but that they could continue 
the supply of Harveyized armor at $400 per ton, the Sec- 
retary has ordered the purchase of some of the latter. 
The Bureau chiefs reported that this Harveyized armor, 
though not so good as the other, nor sufficiently good 
for the main protection of the new battleships, will still 
answer the requirement for the armor of the four mon- 
itors to be built, and also for the diagonal plates of the 
battleships Maine, Missouri and Ohio, now under con- 
struction. ‘These diagonal plates are wrought into the 
ships at a comparative early period of the construction, 
and the Secretary’s decision will go far toward prevent- 
ing the delay that would ensue had it been decided to 
purchase no armor. 

Partial plans have been completed by the Navy Depart- 
ment for the construction of six new gunboats provided 
for as a part of last session’s programme of naval in 
crease. The law provided that these ships should be of 
about 2,600 tons Sesknenett, but the designs so far a: 
prepared contemplate vessels of not less than 3,100 tons 
displacement, or about that of the Raleigh and Cincin- 
nati. A circular has been prepared for distribution 
among the shipbuilders in which the tentative plans as so 
far decided upon are given, — 9 it is not expected 
that formal bids will be asked until the late summer or 
early autumn. The new vessels will be superior to any of 
their elass now in the Navy, both as regards steaming 
radius of action, coal aoe and battery power. They 
will not be swift as compared to many ships of the ser 
vice, it having been decided that designs for their engine: 
shall not provide a higher rate of speed than seventeen 
knots, but it is proposed that this may be attained with- 
out any severe exertion on the part of the engine room 
Their bunker capacity will be seven hundred tons, 
which should enable the ships on economical speed to 
cruise for long distances without replenishing their fuel 
supply. Aside from the general outline and main features 
of these ships decided upon, no consideration has been 
given any other part of the programme for the increase 
of the Navy authorized last session. 

‘the Board for the examination of the papers received 
from the various squadrons for Warrant Machinists for 
the Navy commenced its labors at the Washington Yard 
last Monday and have made quite good progress during 
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the week. The papers so far examined show a high grade 
of education among the applicants, and it is not too much 
to say that in many respects papers would do honor 
to many commissioned officers. e | am gy seems 
that these Warrant Machinists will form a class of men 
far above the average assumed as necessary for the duty. 
Naval recruiting in the West is fair progress 
and the Department feels well pleased with the certainty 
of obtaining enough recruits from the hitherto unworked 
field of the extreme West. Kansas, Neb and Col- 
orado will for the first time have an opportunity of help- 


ing their neighbors of the East in national defence. 


Progress on the U. S. 8S. Hartford is reported as go- 
ing forward at a @ rate. The last items of interest 
show that the boilers are in place, the machinery is be- 
ing hoisted aboard, the battery mounts and carpenters 
work are in good state of preparedness, and the work of 
fitting up the cuarters will soon be completed. The cabin 
is described as a work of the joiner’s art. Solid ma- 
hogany and all the skill of the best talent available has 
been pressed into the work of refitting the old flagship of 
the great Admiral in a manner befitting her reputation. 
Notwithstanding this, however, it is not believed the ship 
will be ready for her crew much before the middle of Sep- 
tember. The task of recruiting the crew for the historical 
craft promises to be an easy one. All through the West, 
where recruiting offices have been opened, the number of 
applicants has been in excess of the requirements. 

The Court of Inquiry to examine into the accident of 
the U. 8. S. Brooklyn, consisting of Rear Adml. Reeey, 
Capt. Merrill Miller, Capt. Wadleigh, with Lieut. W. J. 
Sears as Judge Advocate, commenced at the Navy Yard, 
New York, June 5. 

The work of unloading the U. 8. 8. Brooklyn, prepara- 
tory to putting her in dry dock, was begun at the Navy 
Yard, New York, June 2. The work of making the repairs 
will, it is said, require about twenty days. 

A record in naval construction is claimed ‘by the 
French press for the Brest Dockyard, where the cruiser 
Suffren, 12,504 tons, laid down in Janua will, it is 
said, be ready for launching on July 25. he time oc- 
cupied will have been about six months. 

Examinations will be held at the Naval Academy on 
Monday next of the five candidates appointed by the Pres- 
ident under special act of Congress last session. These 
young men were to have appeared with the applicants re- 
porting in September, but it was discovered that the law 
provided that these vacancies should all be filled prior to 
June ; There is an alternate for each principal, so 
that there is not much doubt that the —e F aces will be 
filled by the ten candidates available. Should there be any 

lace, however, left vacant it will be necessary for the 

resident to select some one for it in time to allow the 
candidate to be admitted within the statutory time. 

The Detroit sailed from Greytown for Key West on 
the 6th inst., from which port she will proc to Wash- 
ington with the remains of Daniel Macauley, who died 
in Nicaragua about two years ago. The Vixen has al- 
ready arrived at Bluefields to take the place of the De 
troit at that port. 

It is not probable that the island of Guam will be col- 
onized exclusively by American naval officers now on thei 
way there abourd the Yosemite to establish and main- 
tain a government for the recently acquired possession. 
It is not often that the Navy takes into consideration a 
question of transportation for the wives and families of 
naval officers ordered to distant shores, and in fact it 
has been one of the regulations for years that no women 
passengers shall be allowed on ships of the Navy. Guam, 
however, is a “right little, tight little island,” remote from 
all civilizing influences and consequently not to be re 
garded as an especially desirable place for officers t: 
spend two or three years. To make life there less burden- 
some and to remove the island from the suspicion of being 
an “Eveless Eden,” it is not improbable that the wives 
and families of all officers stationed there in future wil 
be transported to it by some Government ship. Instruc- 
tions were issued this week to equip the Solace at San 
Franciseo and the Buffalo at New York with quarters 
for women, the former to have the alterations made in 
time to permit the vessel's departure early in July. It is 
not improbable that on this trip she may take out some 
ladies who wish to join their husbands. e Buffalo will 

orobably undergo a general overhauling at the New York 
Navy Yard, which may require at least three months’ 
work. Should the Department approve the plans the 
departure of the ship will be delayed necessarily for Ma- 
nila until the late summer.

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NAVY OFFICERS DISCHARGED UNDER ACT OF 
AUG. 5, 1882. 
Navy Department, Washington, June 6, 1899. 

Sir:—The Department has carefully considered your 
communication of the 22d ultimo, in the matter of the 
application of Passed Asst. Engr. Charles H. Hayes, to 
take rank upon transfer to the line, in pursuance of the 
personnel act, with the class graduated from the Naval 
Academy in the year 1886. 

With respect to the discharge of graduates “number 
24 to number 39” (in the class of 1886), including Mr. 
Hayes, you “submit that the honorable Secretary, Mr. 
Whitney, had no power under the law of 1882, or any 
law then in force, to discharge the five cadets of said 
class who followed in order of merit immediately after 
said Whittlesey” and “that the order of discharge in 
each case was ineffective in law to sever their connec- 
tion with the Navy and was entirely void for that pur- 
pose.” 

From such consideration as has been given to the mat- 
ter, and particularly, after examination of an endorse- 
ment (copy enclosed) on the subject, dated the 26th in- 
stant, by the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, to 
whom your communication above mentioned was _ re- 
ferred, the Department is inclined to the opinion that 
your contention is incorrect, and that the action of Mr. 
Secretary Whitney in discharging cadets “number 24 
to number 39,” graduated in 1886, was not only war- 
ranted but required by the statutes cited in your brief. 
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It is not, however, necessary to inquire into the cor- 
rectness of Mr. Whitney's interpretation of the law, 
inasmuch as the entire matter is res judicata. The facts 
recited in your brief were all before the Department at 
the time the discharge of the cadets referred to was 
ordered. Nothing new is now offered. The Sec- 
retary of the Navy is simply asked to hold that his pred- 
ecessor erred in interpreting the law, and upon that 
ground to pronounce the formal discharge of certain 
naval cadets, ordered and duly carried into effect thir- 
teen years ago, to be null and void. If there were not 


already a rule of Departmental practice for the 
reopening, after the lapse of years, of a case this 
character in the absence of new facts, the present 
would appear to be a suitable occasion to ulate such 


a rule; but the principle is already well established, 

Naturally the question has more frequently. been 
brought before the Department of Justice than before 
the courts, and the opinions of the Attorney General 
abound with forcible statements of the doctrine. As 
early as 1825 the Attorney General (2 opinions, 8) de- 
clared it to be a rule which each ad aistrathon has 
prescribed to itself to consider the acts of its predeces- 
sors conclusive, so far as the executive is concerned. 
“If a decision in a case, made eight years ago, under a 
former executive, is open for review and revisal, the 
same principle will open decisions made during the 
Presidency of Washifgton, and k the acts of the 
executive perpetually unsettled and afloat.” 

[Quotations are here made from 15 Peters, 401 and 13 
Attorney General opinions, 35.—Editor. 

In a letter dated Feb. 27, 1897 (file No. 1697, J. A. G.), 
the then Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Herbert, re 
to the adoption of the rule in the practice of this De- 
partment, said: “When a case is once settled by the 
enpertacn, after careful consideration, the rule pre- 
vails here, as it does in courts of law, that the case will 
not be reopened without the production of other testi- 
mony which the parties asking the reopening of the case 
failed to produce without fault on their own part. 
_Whether Secretary Whitney interpreted the law 
rightly or wrongly, Mr. Hayes was, upon uation 
from the Naval Academy in 1886, discha from the 
service. This action wholly severed his connection with 
the Navy. Whatever may be said of the legal aspects of 
the case, he was de facto out of the service. Hig status 
became that of a civilian, and so remained until he was 
restored to the Navy in pursuance of a provision - 
bodied in the act of Congress approved March 2, 1889. 

If the applicant were never legally out of the Navy, 
why was it deemed necessary to provide for his reap- 
pointment by the special enactment above quoted, and 
why did he accept a reappointment thereunder? 

But there is another feature of this case which ap- 
prem to preclude the possibility of favorable action upon 
Mr. Hayes’s petition that he and the three Passed Asst. 
Engrs. McKean, Bush and Jones, whose claims are 
understood to be identical with his, be given “places in 
the Navy list according to their order of merit in their 
class at date of graduation.” In authorizing these ap- 
pointments Congress explicitly provided that the officers 
whose re-entry into the Navy was thus provided for 
should “take rank and receive pay only from the. date 
of their appointment.” This is the language of the law, 
and seems entirely conclusive. In the face of such a 
direct legislative prohibition the officers concerned can- 
not be given rank from the date of their graduation in 
1886, no matter what view be taken of the Department's 
action in discharging them from the service upon grad- 
uation. Neither prior interpretations of law, nor prior 
statutory provisions, can in such case prevail, if in con- 
flict with an enactment so positive and unmistakable. 

From the foregoing it seems entirely clear, first, that 
the action of Secretary Whitney in discha Mr. 
Hayes is a matter which cannot at this late date, in 
the absence of new facts, be reviewed by the Depart- 
ment; and, second, that, if this were not the case, the 
act under which the applicant re-entered the Nayy con- 
tains a provision respecting the date from which he shall 
take rank so mandatory and explicit as to preclude the 
possibility of assigning to him any prior date.

PROFESSOR ALGER’S NEW ASSIGNMENT. 


Prof. Philip R. Alger, who has been more closely iden- 
tified with the development of modern ordnance for the 
Navy than perhaps any other officer of the service, was 
detached this week from duty under the Naval Ordnance 
Bureau and assigned to the Naval Academy for service 
in the Department of Mathematics. The worth of Prof. 
Alger’s services to the Navy, as well as his high profes- 
sional attainments, are gracefully presented in the fol- 
lowing letter addressed to him this week by Adml.

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THE SEVENTH AND SEVENTY-FOURTH. 
Buffalo, N. Y., June 2, 1899. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 
In Col. Phisterer’s history of New York in the War 
of the Rebellion it is stated “that the emergency and 


the danger to the National Capital were great. The 
Militia regiments ordered out by the Governor responded 
to the pressing call with an alacrity that stands to their 
perpetual credit. This prompt response, no doubt, saved 
the Capital from capture and spoliation. The hearts of 
all were quickened when the lightning flashed from 
Washington its missive of doubt and despondency, of 
painful peri!, of glad and heartfelt relief. 

“On the 19th of April, 1861, the 7th Militia amidst 
great enthusiasm left for the City of Washington. Four 
companies of the 74th Militia also left Buftalo for El!- 
mira, May 3, escorted to the depot by the Home Guards, 
of which Ex-President Fillmore was in command, The 
Militia regiments when starting for Washington were 
accompanied to the point of embarkation by immense 
crowds, Their line of-march was a perfect ovation. 

“Maj. William Goddard was sent to Washington to 
tender the offer cf Rhode Island troops to Gen. Scott, 
but the old hero was powerless. ‘I have urged again 
and again,’ said he, ‘both verbally and in writing, upon 
the President (Mr. Buchanan), that I might be permit- 
ted to concentrate here troops for the defence of the 
Capital, but I grieve to say, in vain.” ’ 

**] have this morning written to the President that 
with 1,500 good troops in addition to those now here 
1 would undertake to hold the Capital against any 
force that could probably be brought against it at this 
time; but, alas, can make no impression upon him. 
The President, sir, has a natural dread of bloodshed, 
and so have I. But, sir, there are cases in which a lit- 
tle blood-letting is the best, the only remedy, and in 
my opinion this is one of those cases. 1 have thought 
that taking into account the reluctance of the President 
to consent to the use of the Militia of the States, he 
might be willing to accept the services of the New 
York Seventh Kegiment, which having performed ser- 
vices of a National character, might in some sense 
regarded as a National Regiment. ” 

Vithout making comparison or wishing to take away 
the glory from any of our regiments I feel as though 
the men of our National Guard, who have given up 
the best years of their lives to protect their fellow-citi- 
zens, are entitled to and will get the best of recognition 
in the future.

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COLONEL HOOD CORRECTS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Since my recent return to the United States from duty 
in Porto Rico my attention has been called to an edi- 
torial item in the Army and Navy Journal of New York 
in its issue of 29th April last, which is as follows: 

“Secretary Alger this week sustained Gen. Henry, the 
Military Governor of Porto Rico, in the matter of the 
controversy between him and Lieut. Col. Hood, of the 
19th Inf. It appears that Col. Hood was recently 
reprimanded by Gen. Henry for his actions in forcibly 
removing the local judicial officer from the court room. 
Col. Hood thought he had not been treated fairly in 
the matter, and appealed to the War Department, ask- 
ing that the matter be investigated’ by a court of in- 
quiry, or that if such a course could not be followed, 
Gen. Henry be instructed to reconsider and to recall 
the reprimand. It is said that Secretary Alger’s investi- 
gation satisfied him that Gen, Henry pursued the proper 
course, and that Col. Hood had exceeded his authority 
in arresting the Porto Rican a. Col. Hood has 
heen informed of the views of the Department, and the 
incident is regarded as closed.” . 

The important elements of truth, propriety and im- 
partiality are notably absent from the above article. 

First—Gen. Henry has not been sustained. 

Second—Col. Hood did not forcibly remove a local 
judicial officer from his court room. 

Third—Col. Hood did not ask for a court of inquiry. 

Fourth—Secretary Alger’s investigation did not satis- 
fy him that Gen. Henry pursued the proper course, 

Fifth—Col. Hood has not been advised of the views of 
the War Department, 

Sixth—The incident is not regarded as closed. 

I learn that brief mention of the affair was made in 
the public press of the United States at the time of the 
occurrence, and I beg to say, in justice to the newspa- 
per fraternity, that, so far as I am informed, no ad- 
verse criticism whatever as to myself was indulged in, 
excepting in this Army paper, which, above all others, 
should have been very guarded in publishing what it 
did not know to be facta, 

It would be manifestly improper for me to enter into 
any discussion or expianation at this time regarding the 
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subject matter of above article while my original letter

ADMIRAL SAMPSON’S OPINION. 

The “Independent” of June 8 contains the following 
article by Rear Admiral Sampson on “The ‘United 
States Navy.” 

“I have long believed that the Navy of the United 
States is not adequate to the needs of the nation, and, 
in spite of our victories, the events of the past year have 
tended strongly to confirm the view I held before the 
war began. For an Army increase I fail to see the 
necessity. It is hardly conceivable that we could use a 
large Army except for wars of foreign conquest, which 
the sentiment of our country would not permit. No 
power except Great Britain could hope to attack us 
successfully upon the land. No two powers combined 
could hope to effect anything against us by sending an 
army to this country. France and Germany could ac- 
complish little or nothing against us by means of their 
armies. They have not the necessary naval basis on 
our coast, they have not the coaling stations, they have 
not the type of ships that must be had to transport a 
large army a long distance and attempt military opera- 
tions on a large scale. : 

“Three thousand miles of water protect us from all 
except one possible enemy—Great britain—who has of 
late shown most unmistakably that she desires a 
permanent peace and the closest friendship. I am ex- 
tremely glad to see it. Her attitude is ail that could 
be desired. I do not believe that there is any room for 
doubt as to the good faith of the English. They really 
wish our friendship, and are prepared to make sacrifices 
to secure it. It was not always so. For a long time 
England was the power which appeared most likely 
to become involved in a war with us. Her conversion to 
friendship, which seems likely to last and grow stronger, 
removes the danger of a fight at close quarters with a 
most formidable enemy. 

“Foreign armies, therefore, do not constitute a danger 
to this country. The possible wars which confront us 
are naval wars, and in order to wage them successfully 
we need more ships. I believe that we should have at 
least twice as many ships as our Navy at present con- 
tains. Whether or not we desire to have it so, the war 
has made a great change in our pgsition among the 
nations. They have gained a new estimate of us, ana 
have put us in the front rank of the powers whose 
voices decide questions of world politics. At the same 
time we have greatly extended our coast line and have 
undertaken the government of large and distant ter- 
ritories. We have become an Asiatic power, and cannot 
evade the responsibilities of such a position. We have 
great interests in the Pacific Ocean, and must be pre- 
pared to cope with any who are disposed to deny us our 
rights there. 

“To safeguard our interests, to maintain our position, 
to speak with the authority that becomes us, we need 
ships, and still more ships. If our easy victories over 
the fleets of a weak naval power fill our people with the 
belief that we have now a Nuvy that is large enough 
for all our needs, then those victories will have done 
us harm instead of good. I believe in harbor defences. 
IXvery important harbor on the coast should possess its 
own local defences, which only determined attack of the 
enemy could overcome. A foreign fleet could not now 
make a successful attack upon New York. 

“The torpedo, the torpedo boat, the mine, the shore 
gun, played an insignificant part in the late war. But 
it seems to me that they did not have a fair opportun- 
ity to show their merits. I still believe in the torpedo 
boat, the mine, and the shore battery. If one of our ports 
had been attacked by a hostile Heet you would probably 
have seen a result very different from that which was 
observed in Manila Bay. 

“But, granting all that can be claimed for harbor de- 
fences, there still remains with us the necessity for a 
much larger Navy. If a warring nation is to be success- 
ful, it must be aggressive. We must be prepared to 
strike hard blows at a distance from the United States, 
and in order to do that we need more ships. 

“By help of the late war, foreigners have discovered 
in the American Navy many virtues the existence of 
which there they never suspected. ‘They are ready to 
concede now that, so far as it goes, ship for ship, it is 
quite as good as any upon earth. But with the revela- 
tion of these virtues, which we knew all about, came 
also the revelation of defects, and it becomes us to take 
note of them. 

“The praise which the English naval writers have so 
generously bestowed upon our Navy has been mingled 
with healthy, intelligent criticism, and it will be well for 
us if we heed it and look over the events of the war in 
search of warnings and hints for improvements. We 
have much still to learn about modern warships. They 
ure as yet in the experimental stage. My own idea is 
that the naval increase should be made by the building 
of more vessels of the New York type, and that greater 
speed and coal capacity must be secured, even though 
it be necessary to sacrifice some armor thickness in or- 
der to secure them. Our need of swift armored cruisers 
transcends other naval needs.”

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CONDITIONS IN MATANZAS. 

In “Harper's Weekly” Franklin Mat- 
thews says: 

The American military occupation of Matanzas has 
shown most pointedly that it is possible for an American 
Military Governor to be, in the truest sense, a states 
mar as well as a soldier. The administration of Cen. 
James H. Wilson in that province has attracted little 
attention in the United States, for the reason that Ha- 
vana and Santiago have been the news centers, and 
the correspondents in the island, except in a few cases, 
have not been brought in direct contact with affairs in 
Matanzas, although that city is less than sixty miles 
east of Havana. The truth is that no more thorough, 
profitable, energetic and satisfactory work has been 
done im our military occupation of Cuba than that it 
the province of Matanzas. To one who 1s tamiliar with 
the facts it is impossible to speak of Gen. Wilson's 
work without enthusiasm. The General has been a 
towering figure in the changes that are going on. Most 
delicate tact has characterized all his effort, and the 
result is that in Matanzas and its province there has 
probably been less friction over our management of af- 
fairs than in any other district of Cuba.

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STATE TROOPS. 


NEW YORK STATE CAMP. 

By the arrival of Squadron A, in command of Maj. 
Bridgman, at the New York camp of instruction near 
Peekskill on June 4, the camp season of 1899 was 
formally opened.- The troopers left their armory in 
New York City on the afternoon of June 2, for the prac- 
tice march to camp, being accompanied by Gov. Roose- 
velt, and a part of his staff, consisting of Lieut. Col. H. H. 
Treadwell, Capt. W. A. Flanagan, Capt. J. M. Andrews, 
and Lieuts. Mather and Cleveland. There were also 
Maj. Gen. Roe and Col. Hoffman, Lieut. Col. Sanger 
and Maj. Greer, of his staff; Lieut. Col. Arthur H. Lee, 
of the Royal Artillery, who was British military ob- 
server during the fighting in Cuba, and Adjt. Gen. An- 
drews., 

Gov. Roosevelt and Gen. Roe and other officers of their 
staffs, accompanied the squadron, but in no official ca- 
pacity. Col. Lee was there as a guest of the Governor. 

The first camp was established at Van Courtlandt Park, 
on the night of June 2, and the second at Sing Sing on 
June 3, the State camp being reached according to the 
schedule laid out about noon on June 4. The march 
was a hard one over the dusty roads, but involved a 
lot of practical work in connection with the raising 
of tents, cooking of meals, and the caring for both man 
and beast. It is the scheme of Gen. Roe to give the 
zuardsmen all the practical work possible, compatible 
with their position of citizen soldiers. The squadron 
made the march in excellent shape, and entered into 
the work of camp life with a vigor that would have 
done credit to men inured to hard work, rather than 
those who take every day life comparatively easy. The 
troopers received a most cordial welcome from citizens 
all along the line of march. 

On arrival at the State camp everything was found in 
perfect order, and the grounds never looked better. The 
camp had been laid out under the direction of the vet- 
eran, Col. Jos. G. Story, assisted by Lieut. Col. John 
I. Holly, Division Quartermaster, while Lieut. Col. G. 
Hurry saw to it that the commissary arrangements 
were complete. 

While the troops are in the camp proper, they will be 
supplied with meals by a State caterer as heretofore, 
but each organization receives practical instruction in 
drawing and prepaiting its own rations nevertheless. Al! 
the mounted organizations in their march to and from 
the camp subsist themselves, while each infantry organ- 
ization, after it reaches the State camp, is sent out on 
2u three days practice march by battalion, and estab- 
lishes its own camp and cooks its own rations, thus ob- 
taining the advantages of field as well as garrison du‘y. 

While the camp is in command of Maj. Gen. Roe, he 
also affords the opportunity to the commanding officer 
of the organization on duty to act as Post Commandant. 
Col. Frederick Phisterer has again assumed his time- 
honored place as Post Adjutant, and if those who come 
in contact with his office do not profit by it, it is not the 
Colonel’s fault. Col. Nelson H. Henry, the most 
progressive medical officer the State has ever had, is on 
duty as Post Surgeon, while Col. E. M. Hoffman and 
Lieut. Col. W. C. Sanger, Inspectors; Col. N. B, Thurs- 
ton, Maj. J. H. Holland and L. M. Greer also make up 
the efficient staff of the Major General on duty. 

The artillery detachment on duty during the week 
which fired the opening salute, was from the lst Bat- 
tery, and was in charge of Ist Sergt. Jansen, and the 
manner in which the detachment performed its duties 
could not be excelled. 

In the camp drills and ceremonies Gen. Roe has de- 
cided to abolish the old custom of allowing numerous 
staff officers to come around some particular officer on 
drill and criticize him. In old times many an officer was 
completely demoralized by this official nagging. While 
the camp is one for instruction, Gen. Roe does not in- 
tend that officers and men who are patriotic enough to 
give their time and money to the State, shall be belit- 
tled, or taken unnecessiry advantage of. 

Although the week was -.n unusually hot one, the 
work of the squadron wert ou unremittingly.

APPLICATIONS FOR RETIREMENT. 

Casualties, retirements and other causes have created 
so many vacancies in the lower grades of the Navy, espe- 
cially during the past year, that not only does no neces- 
sity exist for selecting officers for the retired list, but 
the number who wish to retire voluntarily exceeds the 
limit fixed by Congress. It is believed that there will be 
little or no necessity in future of invoking the provisions 
of the selecting out clause to create the necessary num- 
ber of vacancies annually in the higher grades, but 
that these will all be secured from the list of officers 
who may voluntarily make application for retirement 
under the provisions of the act, but of these not more 
than eleven will be favorably acted upon. In each case, 
however, the officer will retire with the rank and pay 
of the next higher grade, except the Captains, who will 
have that of Commodore, which is recognized still. for 
such purposes. These officers are Capt. J. Schouler. Capt.

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General Wille, in his “Feldgeschutz der Zukunft,” 
states that until the Franco-Prussian war, the only in- 
stance of a battery firing on a single day more than 
the amount of ammunition carried with it is that of an 
Austrian 4-pounder battery at the battle of Koniggratz. 
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This battery fired 217 rounds per or 139 per cent. of 
its ammunition. During the war of 1870, notwithstand- 
ing the numerous severe battles of the campaign and 
the consequently heavy cally on the artillery, the 1,344 
German guns fired an average of only 199 rounds apiece, 
or somewhat less than one and one-half times the amount 
of ammunition carried with the batteries. The light bat- 
teries of the Prussian Field peiioss, Sxed no more than 
122 per cent., the Horse Artillery 134 per cent., and the 
nine ¢.m. batteries 153 per cent. of the ammunition car- 
ried with them. The greatest amounts fired on any sin- 
gle day were: A Horse Artillery battery at Vionville 
fired 194 rounds per gun, or 124 per cent. of its ammuni- 
tion; a light field battery at Vionville fired 173.6 rounds 
per gun, or 111 od cent. of its ammunition; a nine ¢c.m. 
field battery at Vionville fired 154.2 rounds per gun, or 
116 per cent. of its ammunition. More than the amount 
of ammunition carried was fired by 22 per cent. of the 
batteries at Vionville, by only 3 per cent. of the batteries 
at Gravelotte, and by no battery at Sedan. Moreover, in 
the two first mentioned battles the necessary ammunition 
could have been obtained from the neighboring batteris 
without falling back on the columns. 


The manufacture of balloon ropes from spiders’ webs, 
for the military-aeronautic section of the French Army, 
is announced as an accomplished industry, in operation 
near Paris, and is an object of extreme interest not alone 
to entomologists. The insects are kept diligently active 
in a certain routine of movement, each one being re- 
quired to spin some thirty or forty yards of thread be- 
fore it is allowed to have a rest. Twelve spiders are 
placed above a reel, to which their threads are attached, 
and the reel, being gently revolved, winds off the thread 
as fast as the littl spinners are able to produce it. 
Kight of the sets of thread thus brought to pass, after 
being carefully washed to rid them of their sticky outer 
covering, are then as carefully woven into cords. The 
latter are declared to be both stronger and lighter than 
the silken cords which have hitherto been used by bal- 
loonists, the great drawback being their necessarily ex- 
treme cost. So it would appear that the despised spider 
may be of more service than in encouraging future Rob- 
ert Bruces to lead their forces again in battle. 








Capt. Charles D. Clay, 17th Inf., a grandson of Henry 
Clay, who was wounded near Malolos March 25, and 
has returned on sick leave, was quoted as saying in 
Chieago recently thatea handful of men are waging a 
war there against incomparable odds. With 75,000 o1 
100,000 men we could, in his opinion, sweep the island in 
thirty days, and avert the tremendous mortality that is 
now certain as fate. He thinks that Gen. Lawton had 
the eye of the soldier when he said 100,000 men were 
needed, and that we have not troops enough to occupy 
what we conquer. The place at which he was wounded 
had been taken three times before and as many times 
abandoned, because the Americans had not force enough 
to hold it. He says Luzon is a great country, full of 
thousands of men ready to fight at a moment’s notice. 
Some 5,000 of our men are in the hospital or useless, and 
that leaves barely 15,000 men to beat the Filipinos in the 
field and hold what is gained.
